Colonel Livingston’s Resolution. 

The following is the text of a resolution 
introduced in the house today by Mr. Liv- 
ingston, of Georgia: 

“Whereas, by a joint resolution of con- 
gress, approved February 20, 1895, it was 
earnestly recommended to the favorable 
consideration of both parties in interest 
that Great Britain and Venezuela should 
refer their dispute as to the boundaries to 
friendly arbitration, and 

“Whereas, the said action of congress 
was by the president of the United States 
through the proper channel of official com- 
munication courteously and with kindly in- 
tent brought to the attention of her Bri- 
tannic majesty’s government, and 

“Whereas, her Britannic majesty’s gov- 
ernment has failed to give a fair and 
prompt consideration to the important re- 
quest contained in that joint resolution or 
to answer the same in any manner, such as 
Was due and becoming to the dignity of the 
United States as a great nation and to 
the friendly relations existing between the 
two governments, and 

“Whereas, After said communication had 
been so brought to its attention for fricad- 
ly consideration and action, her Britannic 
majesty’s government, through its colonial

Resolutions in 
favor of the recognition of Cuban belliger- 
ency were offered by -Mr.' Call, democrat, 
of Florida; M:. Allem, populist, otf Ne- 
braska, and both thé#e senators intend to 
submit their views in, speeches to the sen- 
ate tomorrow. 


Resolutions by Mr. Lodge. 

The following is the text of the Monroe 
dcctrine resolution introduced in the sen- 
ate today by Mr. Ibodge, of Massachu- 
setts, and referred tO the committee on 
foreign relations: 

“Resolved, By the Benate and house of 
representatives of tHe United States of 
America in “che a assembled, That 
the congress of the ited States deem it 
proper to assert, as @ principle in which 
the rights and inteBests of the United 
States are involved, that the American 
continents by the ffee and independent 
condition which they, have assumed and 
maintained, are henc@forth not to be con- 
sidered as subjects fer future colonization 
by European powers. . 

“Resolved, That we should consider any 
attempt on their part to extend their sys- 
tem to any portion of this hemisphere as 
dangerous to our péace and safety. With 
the existing colonies or dependencies of 
any European power, we have not inter- 
fered and shall not interfere, but with the 
governments who have declared their in- 
dependehce we have: on great considera- 
tion, and on just principles acknowledged 
we could not view any interposition for the 
purpose of oppressing them or contralling, 
in any other manner, their destiny, by any 
European power, In any other light than 
as the manifestation of an unfriendly dis- 
position towards the United States. 

“Resolved, That im accordance with the 
doctrine laid by President Monroe as stated 
in the preceding resolutions, the United 
States declares that it. proposes to main- 
tain the principles embodied in that doc- 
trine and will regard any infringement of 
it or any attempt on the part of any Euro- 


the Insurance Amounted to 
$314,000. 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 3.—A fire 
which resulted in the death of two men and 
the injury of three others did damage 
amounting to nearly $40,000 in the whole- 
sale district on South Mériden street this 
morning, laying a quarter of a square in 
ruins and burning out seven large con- 
cerns. The dead are: 

PATRICK MURPHY, fireman, single. 

FRANK SLOANE, fireman, single. 

Those injured are: 

Captain J. D. George, Warren Sloane and 


Frank Arnett. 

The fire was started at 8:30 by the col- 
lapse of the third floor of the wholesale 
grocery house of Schnull & Co. The fall- 
ing debris struck the stock of parlor 
matches and started the blaze. ‘The house 
was full of employes and clerks and the 
escapes of many of them were marvelous. 
In two minutes after the crash the whole 
building was in flames, and though the 
alarm was promptly given, the block was 
doomed when the department arrived. The 
fire spread rapidly to the wholesale drug 
house of Ward Bros., on the south, and the 
liquor houses of Eckhotse Bros. and Wood- 
ford & Pohiman, on the north. 

Explosions and Falling Walls. 

There was a heavy explosion in Ward 
Bros.’ store, followed by the tottering walls 
and Patrick Murphy was pinned in the 
ruins. He was rescued with difficulty and 
died before reaching fhe hospital. A few 
minutes later another section of the wall 
fell, ee tching Frank Arnet, Captain Georg: 
and Warren Sloane, who was so badly 
injured that he died soon after. The others 
are not badly hurt. 

The fire was under control at noon. The 
extreme cold weather impeded the work 
of the firemen not a little and all they ene 
deavored to do was to prevent the spread of 
the fire. This was difficult from the nature 
of the stock carried by the burned-out con- 
cerns. The losses are as follows: .

WHO’S GOT THE BUTTON?P 


The Sultan Has All the Powers Guess- 
ing and Makes Shrewd Moves. 

New York, December 3.—A special cable 
dispatch to The Herald from Vienna says: 

“The sultan has made a direct appeal to 
the ambassadors of the great powers to 
withdraw the request for firmans to allow 
extra guardships to pass through the Dar- 
danelles. 

“The request has met with refusal in 
every case. 

*“M. de Nelidoff, the Russian ambassador, 
has advised the sultan to grant a firman at 
once if he does not want to disturb the 
concert of the powers. 

‘“M. de Nelidoff pointed out that its ex- 
istence is the only guarantee against the 
encroachments of Englana. 

“His majesty is quite unable to make a 
decision. In the last twenty-four hours he 
has had several long conferences with Said 
Pasha. 

“For three nights the sultan has been un- 
able to sleep. 

“Austria will take advantage of the firman 
to send a second guardship at once. 

‘The irritation felt at the Ballplatz at the 
dilatory tactics of the sultan is increasing 
daily. 

“The Turkish cabinet contests the right of 
the powers to insist on a firman being 
granted, but the Austrian government has 
replied by pointing out that a precedent 
already exists. In 1878, just before the out- 
break of the Russo-Turkish war, a second 
guardship was sent to Constantinople by all 
the powers.’’

Officers Made a Search for the Missing 
Murderer Yesterday. 


SEARCH WARRANT TAKEN OUT 


The Officers Went Through the House 
Thoroughly, but Discovered No 
Sign of the Missing Man. 


The house of Benjamin P. Myers, No. 
60 Alexander street, was searched yester- 
day by an officer of the law for the body 
of Will J. Myers, the noted young crim- 
inal who escaped from Fulton county jail 
about five weeks ago. 

At about 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the house was enterd and,searched by 
Bailiff George Ray, E. M. Cason, late of 
the Atlanta detective force, and two otner 
men, supposed by the Myers family to be 
the two Cincinnati detectives who caught 
Myers in Cincinnati after his fiight from 
Atlanta on the day of the horrible mur- 
der of Forrest Crowley, of which young 
Myers stands convicted. 

Detective Cason told Mr. Myers, father 
of Will Myers, thrt they had come to 
search his home for Will Myers, whom 
they believed to be concealed there. 

Mr. Myers sternly refused the ex-detect- 
ive permission to search the house, It Was 
then that the hearts of the men beat fast 
and high. 

They had been refused admittance to a 
house where they had reason to believe 
that Will Myers, the noted fugitive, with 


- @ price of $1,500 upon his head, was con- 


cealed. Detective Cason almost demanded 
that they be admitted to the house, but 
the father of the convicted boy stubborn- 
ly refused. 

“Mr. Myers, there’s no use in this,” said 
Cason. “We came here to search this 
house, and we intend to do it. I'll get a 
search warrant, and I'll leave these men 
here to guard the house while I’ve gone 
after it.’’ 

But Mr. Myers still refused, and Cason, 
doing as he said, left the bailiff, Ray, and 
the two Cincinnati detectives at Myers’s 
house while he went hurriedly to Judge 
Foute’s office and took out a warrant for 
search, swearing in the warrant that he 
had probable cause to pbelleve that Will 
J. Myers, fugitive from justice, having es- 
caped from Fulton county jail while con- 
fined there awaiting sentence, was con- 
cealed and shielded in the house of his 
father, B. P. Myers; at No.,60 Alexander 
street, in and that the purpose 
of the warrant was to allow him, with an 
officer of the law, to search 
for the body of Myers. 

Armed with this legal permit, Detective 
Cason started back to Myers’s house, but 
he found that it was unnecessary.

‘Ingersoll is not an original searcher. 
He gets all his information .rom the Bible 
critics. He cannot read a word of He- 
brew and he knows nothing of the origi- 
nal manuscripts. He accepts their criti- 
cism, yet does not follow them to their 
logical conclusion. 

“IT want to say further that if there is 
anything that justifies Ingersoll, it is Tal- 
magism. Here are two men that are ad- 
dressing the largest assemblages of men in 
the country. Talmage, in the face of every 
evidence, still maintains that the Bible is 
an inspired book, and by so doing he vio- 
lates every known law of reason. He is 
as much a character as Ingersoll—one of 
religion, the other of irreligion. There is 
not much use in praying for such men as 
Ingersoll, as we are told some of our Chris- 
tian Endeavorers did on Thanksgiving. Im- 
agine them asking God to do what is best 
with Ingersoll, just as if He will not do 
that, anyway.

A Number of Bills on Third Reading. 
Some New Ones Introduced. 

Senator Mercer’s bill increasing the sal- 
ery of the assistant state librarian from 
$800 to $1,000 per annum the senate 
yesterday by a clese vote, President Ven- 
able’s vote saved the bill. 

Senator Harris, of the third. offered a 
substitute to Mr. Mercer’s bill. reducing 
the salary to $600 instead of increasing. The 
substitute was lost, 

Senator Mercer said in his speech sup- 
porting the bill: “I ean take up a collec- 
tion from the pages of this house and meet 
the additional amount of tax money which 
will be required from the constituents of 
the senator from the third. I introduced 
this bill because I thought it was right. 
The assistant l‘branan has much more 
work to do than the librarian. The as- 
sistant’s duties will be increased now on 
account of having the new code to handle,, 
I wish to say that I was actuated by no 
spirit of gallantry in introducing this bill. 
I introduced it because I think the work 
of the assistant state librarian is worth 
a thousand dollars a year. A woman who 
does @ man’s work deserves a Man’s pay, 
I believe in paying good salaries and I 
believe the salary of the governor is too 
niggardly,” 

Senator Harris, of the third, spoke 
against the increase. He said there were 
thousands of competent lad‘es in Georgia 
who would do the work for $800 per an- 
num. The vote on the bill was: ayes, 23; 


nays, 18. 
An Atlanta Bill 

Mr. Broyles’s bil] to make owners of 
dead domestic animals bury the same, 
passed the senate. This bill does not apply 
to counties in whose limits there are no 
cities of over 60.000 population, 

Senator Munro’s bill to authorize county 
authorities in whose counties there is no 
municipal er county chain gang to hire 
out misdemeanor convicts to private per- 
sons, passed. Mr. Munro stated that out 
of the thirty-five chain gangs in the state 
twenty-six were run by private persons, 
and that the supreme court had recently 
decided that a county could not hire out 
convicts to these.

Senator Craigo, the republican senator, 
spoke against the bill. He said that he 
was opposed to it because it was wrong. 
Senator Craigo said that he Lked the 
democrats and always voted with them, 
but that*"he must oppose this bill, Two of 
the counties composing his district, he 
said, were republican counties, and if the 
judges be given power to name the official 
organ for legal advertising, of course a 
democratic judge would name democratic 
papers. 

“But,” he said, “if I was a democrat I 
would not support this bill. I believe it is 
reht to let county officers select the 
official organ for the legal advertising of 
the county,’’ 

Senator Cratgo then moved that the bill 
be indefinitely postponed. The motion was 
carried. 

Must Have Permission To Hunf. 

The senate passed a law which says that 
hunting and fishing upon posted lands of 
others without permission of the owner 
shall be considered a misdemeanor. The 
bill. was introduced by Senator W. W. 
Sheppard. Its previsions allow any one to 
hunt wildeats, foxes and bears exclusively. 
Section 2 of the bill provides that it shall

Before the Legislature. 


OPPOSED TO FREE COINAGE 


He Says It Would to Silver 
Monometallism—Favors State 
Banks. 


The speech of Secretary Hoke Smith be- 
fore the Georgia legislature last night was 
listened to by the members and quite @ 
number of his Atlanta friends who filled 
the galleries. 

There was .a liberal manifestation Of ap- 
proval to some of his utterances on the 
part of his friends as Secretary Smith pro- 
ceeded to discuss the financial question 
from the gold standard standpoint, there 
being a sufficient number present in sym- 
pathy with these views to cheer the de- 
fense of its policy. which Secretary Smith 


advanced. 

Of course, as was expected, the whole 
tone of the speech was against the free 
colnage of silver. It was along the line of 
the gold standard policy throughout, and 
Secretary Smith manifested much zeal in 
his manner of discussing the issue in- 
volved, 

In brief he condemned as wrong a policy 
by which, as he claimed, 50 cents’ worth of 
silver should be coined into a dollag he 
declared this was not bimetallism, but that 
the one result would be to drift into silver 
monometallism; he declared that he was 
in favor of the state banks and remarked 
that he believed the law taxing state 
banks was unconstitutional; finally, he 
urged all democrats to fight the battles of 
the party out within the party lines and 
abide the platform of the national conven- 
tion whether it was for free coinage of 
silver or not. 

The spirit of Secretary Smith’s speech was 
mild. He dealt with the financial issue in 
a very temperate and moderate way, with- 
out bitterness with those who oppose him 
in his views. 

By way of explanation of his former 
belief in the free coinage of silver cause 
as shown in the well remembered letter to 
Colonel Peak in the campaign of °92, Sec- 
retary Smith stated that he had studied 
the question more since then and by study- 
ing it had learned that he had been wrong 
before when he favored the free coinage 
of silver. He said whenever he finds that 
he has been wrong he is never ashamed to 
acknowledge it—never so obstinate as to 
hold out even after he has been con- 
verted. 

Such in substance was Secretary Smith’s 


speech. 
Introduced by Senator Osborne. 

The secretary of the interior was intro- 
duced to the audience by Senator W. W. 
Osborne, of Savannah. 

The senate entered the hall of the house 
of representatives at 8 o’clock and Speaker 
Fleming turned over the gavel to Senator 
Osborne. 

Secretary Smith then entered the hall, 
escorted by Senator Munro. In introducing 
him to the audience Senator Osborne said 
that whenever grave questions of import 
confronted the nation the people were in 
the custom of calling upon their statesmen 
for wisdom as to the issues at interest. He 
said all men have not the time to study 
out these great questions and need to be 
taught by the men of the state who have 
a treasury of wisdom on these questions. 

Such a man, he declared, was Secretary 
Smith. 

The speaker of the occasion was greeted 
by generous applause as he rose to re- 
spond. In substance he spoke as follows: 


The Secretary’s Remarks. 

“Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Gentle- 
men, members of the General Assembly cf 
the State of Georgia: I thank you for the 
courtesy of your invitation and I appre- 
ciate the honor of addressing you tonight. 
The subject upon which I am to speak is 
one that affects the interests of every citi- 
zen. It affects also especially the interests 
of the democratic party. That democrats— 
and good democrats—differ upon the finan- 
cial question I do not deny. To those who 
claim opinions not similar to mine I give 
greeting, and for them I shall have no 
word of censure. I ask them, however, to 
join me in a calm, dispassionate considera- 
tion of certain facts—facts adduced by log- 
ic and facts based upon history and upon 
experience. Questions must arise irom 
time to time and they must be decidde 
and when they are questions which involve 
the policy of the democratic party, let us 
agree that they must be decided inside the 
democratic party, and let us understand 
that when next year our party in national 
convention speaks, we, as members of that 
party, will be still loyal, no matter what 
that speech may be. 

“It is well known that I am opposed to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
my object tonight will be especially te pre- 
sent to you the reasons upon which I base 
my opposition. Long before coins were 
known and gold and silver both were used 
as a measure of value, as a means of ex- 
change, and after all the only use we have 
for money is to enable us to dispose of 
what we do rot desire to keep and obtain 
something in its stead with which we can 
purchase that which we do desire to keep. 
Now, because gold and silver were easy to 
handle, because they had fixed vajues they 
were adapted to the use of swapping prop- 
erty. Their actual value made them useful, 
Coinage followed not for the purpose of 
placing a value upon the metal, but simply 
tor the purpose of specifying the weight of 
the coin. It is a fundamental principle 
that the actual value of the coin tixes its 
use. We have different kinds of money 
now; We have gold coin; we have silver 
coin and we have paper money. The paper 
money is not valuable on account of the 
stamp upon it further then that the stamp 
amounts to a promise upon the part of 
the government to give something of actual 
value. The money of the United States 
today consists of gold, about $625,000,000; 
standard silver dollars, $400,000; subsidiary 
silver, $77,000,000; greenbacks, $350,000,000; 
Sherman treasury notes $150,000,000, beside 
national bank notes. The national bank { 
notes depend for their use upon the guar- 
antee back of them, consisting of govern- 
ment bonds apd the treasury of the.United 
States is not concerned to maintain them 
at their face value, but the other moneys 
—the Sherman treasury notes, the green- 
backs, the subsidiary silver, the standard 
silver dollars and the gold—all go out with 
the stamp of the government upon them, 
consisting either of a promise to make 
them good or a deciaration of intrinsic 
value. Right here I wish to stop to sa 
that the , 000, of silver coin coi 
since 1878 are full legal tender money, pay- 
able for any amount of indebtedness. I ask 
you to mark this statement, it is true. Ad- 
vocates of free silver throughout the 8tate 
have frequently declared that it was their 
purpose to tight for s.lver until a dollar 
was good to pay a debt with, ignorant of 
the fact that the dollar was legal and by 
statute, But the gold dollar has 23 grains 
and 22-100 of gold in it and the silver dol- 
lar has 371% grains in it. The gold in the 
gold dollar is worth 100 cents uncoined. 
The stamp of the government upon that 
coin simply speaks the truth and says that 
these co.ns are worth as merchandise 100 
cents, but the stamp of the government 
upon the silver dollar does not speak the 
truth, for the 371% grains of silver are only 
worth 51 cents.

Here the speaker entered into a detailed 
diseussion of the history of currency Iczg- 
islation at Washington and read from many 
documents to show that at certain periods 
of their lives Thomas Jefferson, illiam 
H. Crawford, Howell Cobb, Benjamin H. 
Hill and L. Q@. C. Lamar had all been 
opposed to a tendency towards the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver. He de- 

lared that their democracy was. good 
Saanat democracy for him. After this 
running review of the history of financial 
lexzislation, the speaker resumed the thread 
of his discourse in the following vein: 

“T wish to call your attention to the fact 
that when the democratic party went out 
of power jin 1889 it left the treasury in 
healthful cendition. When the party re- 
turned in 1892 it found a depleted treasury 
and a government almcst bordering upoa 
the dangerous shores of bankruptcy. This 
accounts for the repeated issuance of 
bonds. If a nete is presented to you that 
you can’t pay there is but one thing to do 
and that is to try to borrow money to meet 
it at a reasonable rate of interest. 

“It has been recently declared to you 
that when the free silver bill passed the 
senate in 1890 silver at once rose from 4 
cents an ounce to 117 cents an ounce in 
ten days and simply in consequence of 
the passage of this bill by the senate. 
Well, gentlemen, the cnly reply I have tc 
make to that is that it did not take place; 
that the statement is ot founded on fact. 
It never happ2ued. If you will consult The 
Congressional Record you will find that the 
free silver bill passed the senate June 17, 
1890; that on that day silver was worth 106 
and two days later it was worth 105 and a 
day or two later it wasS worth but 104, and 
during the ten days that followed the 
passage of that act—unless it was the 18th, 
the day just following—silver never got as 
high again as it was the day it passed. 
Now, the truth is this: about the middle 
of July, 1890, the Sherman law for the pur- 
chase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver month] 

passed and was approved by the presi- 
dent. After the passage of that lw 
silver did come up. The purchase  be- 
gan thirty days after the middle 
of August. When this purchase began the 
loose silver or free silver of this country 
has been cornered by a syndicate and they 
unloaded it on the government at a rate 
nearly equal to $1.20 and within a short 
time after the silver syndicate had un- 
loaded its silver on the government, silver 
dropped below the point that it was be- 
fore the agitation began. And that disposes 
of the only argument have seen that 
seems to be tangible, in favor of the prop- 

osition that silver would rise if put on a 
parity with gold. 

“A distinguised statesman said in your 
presence not long ago that sixty times as 
much business was done in this country 
as was done between this country and 
foreign countries; therefore fit your cur- 
rency to fit this country and let foreign 
countries alone. Gentlemen, I fail to see 
that wise statesmanship in the declaration 
that I would expect from so high a source. 
He had not proved that he was offering 
you a reliable currency for this country; 
he took that for granted. It sounded more 
like an appeal to prejudice than like an 
appeal to reason, Is the silver standard 
better for this country? He did not claim 
it himself. No silver advocate has been 
nervy enough yet to admit that the silver 
standard and silver monometallism would 
be beneficial, Yet I have proven that the 
legislation which they ask would result in 
silver monometallism. 


Favors State Banks. 

“I believe,” said Mr. Smith, “‘that one 
remedy for the situation is to remove the 
tax on state banks. I believe this is un- 
constitutional. Mr. Cleveland does not rec- 
ommend it in this last message because 
it would be useless for him to do so now 
with the present congress. The matter has 
to be discussed first. As for myself, how- 
ever, if I were in the Georgia legislature 
Il would favor a measure to start the is- 
Suance of state bank notes at once and if 
this was done : would be one to join the 
movement to start a state bank even be- 
fore congress takes the action of repealing 
the tax, for I belfeve the United States 
supreme court would uphold the action.”

Matters for the Gathering. 


“Speaking as a brickmaker of Cleveland, 
I must say that the past year has been the 
most unprofitable in our experience, while 
nearly all the other industries of our city 
have reported a prosperous year. The 
brick manufacturers have either been run- 
ning at a loss or have preferred lying idle. 
Brick have been seliing delivered at the 
buildings at $4 to $4.50 per thousand, With 
us, this means not enough profit to pay liv- 
ing expenses. Who is responsible for such 
a condition of the market? Surely no one 
but the brickmakers themseives. 
have made the prices. The demand has not 
been as great as the supply, and in eager- 
ness to secure contracts, the brickmakers 
underbid each other and run down. the 
prices. Just as many brick would have 
been used in our city at $1 a thousand 
more and the brickmakers might have had 
that dollar more per thousand and been 
able to have a balance on the right side of 
the ledger, and to treat themselves to the 
pleasant and profitable excursion which we 
are enjoying. 

A Problem for Brickmakers. 

The problem before us in Cleveland is 
confronting the brickmakers of aimost 
every city in the union. Some have solved 
it, 1 hear, by organization and combination 
and I want to say to you, gentlemen, that 
no more important business can come be- 


fore this convention than the developing 
and perfecting of a practicable plan of or- 
ganization whereby the brickmakers from 
cities can secure a fair price for their pro- 
duct. No doubt more light has been ob- 
tained upon this question since our last 
meeting, and I hope that it will be made 
to shine for all of ug in this convention, 

“Another question that I believe bas an 
important bearing upon the aims and pur- 
poses of our association and should re- 
ceive due consideration in this and future 
conventions, has been suggested in the re- 
port of the committees appointed at our 
last meeting to determine standard tests of 
paving brick, namely, to provide for con- 
ducting in a thoroughly accurate and scien- 
tific manner special investigations and re- 
searches for the purpose of obtaining for 
the benefit of our craft definite and relia- 
ble information upon some of the vexed 
and unsettled problems of brickmaking, We 
have men in our association who are able 
and willing to carry en these investiga- 
tions, and our association should bear the 
expenses, 

“And now, gentlemen, in retiring from 
the presidency of this association, I want 
to express my gratitude for the honor 
which you conferred upon me at Cleveland 
last February, and for the uniform kind- 
ness and consideration shown me as the 
presiding officer of our last convention. I 
assure you I shall continue to take an ac- 
tive interest in your meetings and in all 
that pertains to the welfare of this associa- 
tion and shall always esteem it one of the 
highest honors of my life to have been the 
president of the National Brick Manufac- 
turers’ Association of the United States of 
America.” 

President Eggers, during the delivery of 
his address, was frequently interrupted 
with applause. At its close he received 
many congratulations. 


Election of Officers. 

Differing from most of the conventions 
which have met in Atlanta this year the 
brickmakers reversed the usual order and 
began their proceedings with the election of 
Officers. 

Mr. W. A. Eudaly, of Cincinnati, took the 
floor and in a very bright, humorous speech 
called upon Mr. W. D. Gates, of Chicago, to 
put in nomination the name of Mr. R. B. 
Morrison, of Rome, Ga. Called to his feet 
the delegate from the city of the world’s 
fair made one of the capital hits of the con- 
vention. ois presentation of the name of 
Mr. Morrison was eloquent and graceful and 
Was greeted with a hearty outburst of en- 
thusiasm. 

The election of Mr. Morrison was made 
unanimous by a rising vote. Mr. G. M. 
Fiske, of Massachusetts, was nominted for 
first vice president and elected without Op- 
position. The other officers elected were, 
second vice president, Raymond C. Penfield, 
of New York; third vice president, Edward 
Orton, Jr., of Ohio; secretary, T. A. Ran- 
dall, of Indianapolis, Ind., and treasurer, 
John W. Sibley, of Coaldale, Ala. 


The tellers appointed to conduct the elec- 
tion were designated as a committee to es- 
cort the newly elected officers to the plat- 
Lorm. 

Professor Morrison Installed. 

As soon as the newly elected president 
made his appearance on the platform he 
was met with a hearty round of applause 
from the cenvention. 


“Gentlemen,” said the retiring officer, “‘let 
me present to you my successor.”’ 

President Morrison was very happy in his 
brief inaugural. ‘‘Ladies and gentlmen,” 
said he, “I thank you sincerely for this ex- 
pression of your esteem and confidence. 
Being a charter member of the association 
and having been closely identified with its 
growth and development, I ought to appre- 
ciate the honor which you have conferred 
upon me. I could have received no greater 
honor from the hands of my fellow crafts- 
men. (Applause.) I include the ladies in 
this expression of my thanks, for if they 
had not favored my election I should have 
been defeated. (Laughter.) Mr. Eggers 
has already spoken to you at length con- 
cerning the association and I sball not re- 
peat what he has said so well. I am glad 
that so many of you have come to the gouth- 
land. I am glad to see on hand so many of 
the old war horses. Only afew are absent, 
and some of them will never meet with us 
again. Tnat is indeed a sad thought. In ac- 
cepting this office, gentlemen, I must rely 
upon your forbearance and support. I can 
only succeed by your sympathy and co- 
operation. Again I thank you.’’ 

Each of the other candidates were pre- 
sented to the delegates and gracefully ac- 
knowledged the compliment of their elec- 
tion. 

Before the next order of business was 
called Mr. Eudaly suggested, in view of the 
rapid growth of the association in recent 
years, that a sum of money be raised each 
year for the purpose of entertainment. 
This was referred to the executive com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Purington’s Paper. 

In the absence of Mr. Charles H. Woods, 
of Chicago, Ill., who was down for an essay 
on “Tne Year’s Record and Its Lessons,” 
Mr. D. V. Purington, of the same city, was 
presented and read a paper on the influence 
of the national association on the brick- 
making industry. Fle traced the improve- 
ments in brick making during the past 
ten years and clearly demonstrated that 
these improvements were due to the mu- 
tual interchange of ideas brought about by 
the association. The paper evinced a fa- 
miliar knowledge of the subject and was 
listened to with profound attention by the 
Celegates. 

At the close of this address Mr. J. C. 
Adams, of Indianapolis, Ind., ex-speaker of 
the Indiana house of representatives, was 
called upon to lead in the discussion. He 
began by saying that he agreed with every 
thing advanced in the paper and .had no 
issues to make with the speaker. He be- 
lieved that a brighter era was in store for 
the brickmakers of the country. Mr. John 
Perry, of Boston, Mass., stated that he had 
disposed of 15,000,000 brick this season at his 
own figures, which statement was loudly 
applauded by the convention. 

On motion the convention adjourned to 
meet this morning at 9 o’clock in the hall 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association. 

Last Night’s Reception. 

No admission cards were issued, the dele- 
gate’s badge of membership being a suffi- 
cient passport. The lad‘es of the party 
were not included among the guests at the 
reception, the entertainment being restrict- 
ed to the delegates. ‘The occasion was hear- 
tily enjoyed and wine and wit flowed mer- 
rily until quite a late ur.

It Is Expected That the President of 
Mexico Will Be Here. 


THE ELECTION I$ NOW OVER 
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Now Probable That He Will Secure 
Release and Oome to Atlanta. 


A VERY GENEROUS OFFER FROM MEXICO 


She Will Have an Exposition and 
Gives Many Concessions to the 
United States Manufacturers. 


Will Mexico’s president come to Atlanta? 

This is the interesting question which 
just at this time is discussed by the expo- 
sition officials, and eagerly talked of by the 
Mexican delegation at the fair. 

Recent developments point to the coming 
of Diaz, and those who know declare that 
there is no doubt as to the intention of 
Mexico’s chief executive to carry out his 
original idea and accept the invitation ex- 
tended to him personally some months ago 
by the special committee from the board 
of directors. 

No man outside of Mexico is in closer 
touch with the movements of Diaz than 
Gregorio’ E. Gonzalez, the commissioner 
of that republic at the exposition, It is 
through him that all communications of 
the government relative to the exhibits 
of that country have been made and ne 
has been given almost unlimited scope In 
the selection of exhibits and requisitions 
for supplies. The commissioner is sanguine 
over the coming of Diaz and does not re- 
gard it at all improbable that the presi- 
dent will make the trip to Atlanta. 

During the last two months no official or 
government has shown greater interest in 
the exposition than Diag and Mexico, He 
showed his appreciation of the imvitation 
extended by the directors in ordering out 
the elaborate exhibit and in sending tle 
First Artillery band to Atlanta for six 
weeks. In varipgus other ways he has 
shown his friendship for the exposition. 

It was not expected that the president 
would come until the election was held. 
This occurred last Sunday and he was 
unanimously re-elected. Now that every- 
thing is again settled politically, it is 
thought that Diaz will, according to the 
constitution, secure special legislation per- 
mitting him to leave his country and visit 
Atlanta. 

Mexico’s Generous Offer. 

Commissioner Gonzalez received a letter 
yesterday morning showing the generous 
friendship of Mexico for the United States 
and the willingness of that country to 
further trade relations with us. 

Near the City of Mexico is a large area 
where expositions are held each year for 
the purpose of encouraging the industrial 
and agricultural pursuits among the na- 
tives. It is called “Sociedad de Concurosos 
de Coayacon” and will open next on the 
26th of January ,extending to the ist of 
March. 

Through. President Diaz and his cahbi- 
net, which controls this exposition, the 
offer has been made to the manufacturers 
of the United States giving them large 
floor. space. for exhibits, admitting the 
goods free of duty and giving the exnib- 
itors with. theif exhibits free. transporta- 
tion from thie border to the City of Mex- 
ico 

The ‘letter to the commissioner stated 
that this offer was made for the purpose 
of extending trade relationship. It is con- 
sidered an act of unusual generosity. 

‘“‘Mexico is not the narrow minded coun- 


try that some suppose,” said Mr. Gonzalez 


yesterday. “She is willing to learn from 
all sources and is not fo exclusive as is 
generally imagined. This action in regard 
to the manufacturers of the United States 
is unusual and is indicative of a more 
favorable relation between the two coun- 
tries. It shows that the Cotton Staies and 
International exposition is already bearing 
fruit in furthering a better commercial 
spirit. Those manufacturers who came to 
avail themselves of this opportunity will 
find material benefit. The trip will prac- 
tically cost them nothimg after their ar- 
rival on Mexican soil. They will be given 
full liberty. It will be of great advantage 
to those who go. 

This offer of Mexico will probably be 
taken up by the Exhibitors’ Association at 
the fair and action upon it taken,

‘‘Dear Sir—Wednesday, December 11th, 
has been set apart as Chattanooga day at 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition at Atlanta. This city has been the 
chief beneficiary of the exposition outside 
of Atlanta, and it behooves us to make 
Chattanooga day one of its memorable 
events. In this we have the hearty co- 
operation of the officers and director gen- 
eral of the exposition company. The Young 
Men’s Business League, the chamber or 
commerce and the city authorities of Chat- 
tanooga have enthusiastically united to 
make Chattanooga day a success. it is our 
desire to have every interest represented 
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rushed out, disrobed of his heavy habila- 
ment, to welcome the first touch of his 
own native weather. He bared his breast 
to the blast and laughed to feel the chilling 
wind flutter his unkept hair.

They 
huddled together like sheep in a rainstorm 
and their white teeth chattered a_ cold 
chorus. 

The antipodes gazed on each other in 
amazement. Both yearned for their owan 
vine and fig tres. The frigid wind caused 
the Eskimo to turn his thoughts north- 
ward and the Dahomey people shivered and 
sighed again for their tropica! haunts, 

It was not pleasant weather for 
the poor Indian, denuded as he 
is forced to be during the exposi- 
tion. His gaudy covering of war paint 
€id not answer the purpose of keeping 
away the cold, so he roasted his bare limbs 
in the glare of a campfire and doubled 


himself up into smoking posture. A con- 
gregation of squaws chattered away from 
the depth of red blankets skilfully wrapped 
about their red faces. Oid Two Strikes 
grunted out gutteral incatations to the 
powers of wind and weather, insisting that 
he had committed no grievous offense de- 
serving of such a sudden visitation. This 
sentiment was corroborated by weird ac- 
clamations of the braves about him. 

In the usua’? jubilating and clamorous 
realm of the Chinese colony there was 
ominous silence. If the angel of death had 
winged his filght over that abode during 
the night it would not have caused greater 
alarm than the swoop of the cold wave. 
This structure was not built with the idea 
of protecting the people from the cold. In 
the rear of the main entrance is a spacious 
court encircled by a big shed stalled off 
into sleeping apartments where the orien- 
tals snooze and dream. During the night 
these dreams had taken a turbulent turn 
and visions of icebergs chasing each other 
over a field of snow floated before them. 
They awoke stiff and dumb. The blue win- 
ter togas with their long glove-like sleeves 
were donned hurriedly. Some of the more 
venturesome oriental urchins with short 
trousers and long cues gathered icicles 
from the rafters and breakfasted upon 
them.

Baltimore, December 3.—(Special.)—At 
noon today District Passenger Agent 8S. D.

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HIS LIFE AT STAKE. 


Adolphus Badger on Trial for the Mur- 
der of Early Beatty. 


MANY WITNESSES TESTIFIED 


The Trial Will Be Resumed This Morn- 
ing at 9 O’Clock—A Verdict Ex- 
pected During the Day. 


The life of Adolphus Badger, the slayer 
of Early Beatty, hangs in the balance 
today. 

His case was called in the criminal 
branch of the superior court yesterday 
morning, and, unless the jury finds trou- 
ble in making up the verdict, his fate will 
be known this afternoon, 

Many witnesses were called yesterday 
and placed upon the stand. Both for the 
state and the defense the witnesses testi- 
fied as to the manner in which the negro 
was stabbed to death. Some swore that 
Badger, the accused, was drunk, while oth- 
ers were of the opinion that Beatty, the 
victim, was drunk and his slayer sober. 

Judge Clark rapped for order at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning and announced that 
the case of Badger, charged with murder, 
would first be taken up. The prisoner was 
brought into the courtroorm. He is a

The 
quarrel was renewed upon the street, 
when Beatty was frightfully stabbed by 
Adolphus Badger. The knife with which 
the murderous blows were given is sup- 
posed to have been handed to Badger by 
Will Bruce, who is also charged with 
murder. 
Dr. Giles Testifies. 

Dr. Giles, who was present at the in- 
quest held over the body of Beatty and 
made the examination, was the first wit- 
ness to be called yesterday morning. Dr. 
Giles took the witness stand and told in 
detail the character of the wounds and 
the number. 

The testimony of the physician was ex- 
plicit and he made the character of the 
wounds well understood by the jury. The 
blows were given from the rear of the 
boy and while he was standing in a po; 
sition in which he could not defend him- 
self. 

Fred Matthews Tells of the Fray. 

Fred Matthews, at whose house the diffi- 
culty occurred, testified as to the manner 
in which the fight came about. 

Matthews said that a dance had been 
given at his house, at which Adolphus 
Badger, Will Bruce, Early Beatty and 
many others were present. During the 
afternoon Adolphus Badger and Early 
Beatty became engaged in a dispute. He 
said that several words were spoken in the 
room, whereupon he told them that they 
could not fight in the house. Matthews 
gave his testimony reluctantly, and it was 
almost an hour that he was on the stand.

was evident that he knew more than he 
desired to tell. He stated that the fight 
occurred in the middle of the street and 
that Bruce volunteered the knife, while 
most of the other witnesses said that the 
fight was on the sidewalk and that Bad- 
ger demanded of Bruce the knife with 
which the cutting was doone. 


Rob Beatty’s Story. 

Bob Beatty, an uncle of the murdéred 
boy, told of the cutting and the causes 
that led up to the difficulty. He said that 
he acted as peacemaker in the room when 
the quarrel was first started and thought 
nothing serious would occur. 

Finally Beatty went out of the house 
and stepped down on the sidewalk. As 
he was seen by Badger, Badger said 
with an oath that Beatty was the cause 
of the whole trouble and had been ‘con- 
stantly stepping on his toes. Thereupon 
Badger caguht the boy by the coat, pulling 
him toward him. Will Bruce, who was 
standing close at hand, gave Badger an 


| open knife, which was raised high in the 


air and descended with terrific force from 
the hand of Badger. 
Martin Was an Eye-Witness. 

Mr. I. S. Martin, who keeps a grocery 
store at the corner of Houston and Bell 
streets, was called to the stand. He saw 
that a fight was brewing and walked down 
from his store to the house.’ He saw the 
cutting. Badger was the man who caught 


the boy and who did the cutting. After | 


Beatty was cut he struggled over to the 
fence against which Martin was standing.

LAW. 


Delivered Himself to Governor Atkin- 
son and Will Be Sent Back to 
Rome To Bt Dealt With. 


Will Williams, colored, of Rome, a school 
teacher of that city, gave himself up to 
Governor Atkingon yesterday, asking the 
protection of the governor from a Rome 
mob. The negro left Rome Sunday to es- 
cape lynching at the hands of an irate 
crowd of men who were after him. 

Williams is charged with grossly insult- 
ing a white woman in West Rome several 
days ago, He heard that the citizens of 
the place were after him and came to At- 
lanta, arriving on a train from Kingston 
Monday morning. 

Williams called on Governor Atkinson 
Monday and asked that he be protected, 
denying that he had committed a lynching 
offense. He said that he had left Rome 
through fear of a mob and asked the gov- 
ernor to take steps to guarantee his safety, 
The governor began an investigation of 
the matter and when Williams returned to 
is office yesterday he was taken charge 
of and locked up at police headquarters. 

Williams will probably be taken back to 
Rome this morning and dealt with in the 
courts there. He declares that he had no 
intention of escaping and cites the fact 
that he called on the governor in substan- 
tiation.

Christmas Holiday Adjournment To Begin 


December 43th. 
FOR THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL 


Board of Education Decides To Save 
$6,500 and Pay for the High 
School Building Lot. 


The public schools of Atlanta will close 
for the Christmas holidays on December 
13th. That was decided upon by the board 
of education at a meeting held yesterday 
afternoon. 

The premature adjournment of the 
schools was decided upon in the interest 
of the Boys’ High school building. It is 
thought that by saving the expenses of 
running the schools from the 13th until 
the usual adjournment time and paying 
off a debt for the high school building 
lot, the erection of the building’ will be 
hastened, 

They decided upon the adjournment by 
almost a unanimous vote. The matter was 
fully discussed in every phase and the 
conclusion was reached in harmonious dlis- 
cussion. 

It was also decided to do away with the 
annual public exercises next year, enabling 
the scholars of the schools to devote the 
entire time of the session to study. Here- 
tofore two or three weeks’ time has been 
lost from study by the necessary prepa- 
rations for the public day exercises at the 
close of each annual session of the schools. 

That action was taken that the scholars 
will not lose the time from study by rea- 
s0n. of the early Christmas adjournment. 
By doing away with the summer study for 
commencement day exercises the scholars 
will be enabled to pursue their regular 
studies right up to the day of the adjourn- 
ment of the schools. The graduating classes 
will, of course, be excepted from the rule. 

Eleven members of the board were pres- 
ent when it was called to order yesterday. 
The matters mentioned were the principal 
ones acted on. The high school matter was 
discussed at length, the final action being 
taken on motion of Mr. Hirsch, seconded 
by Mr. Hendrix. 

While no primises have been made to 


the board by the council, the members of | 


the board believe that by taking the early 


adjournment and liquidating the debt on | 


the building lot the council will make 
provision for the erection of the building 
earlier. There is an outstanding note, a 
part payment for the building lot, of $7,000, 
which becomes due in 1898. The board de- 
cided to discount the note, saving consid- 
erable interest. 

By the adjournment of the schools on the 
13th the board will save about $6,500, the 
amount necessary to run the schools from 
that day until the usual time of adjourn- 
ment for Christmas, That amount, with 
the discount on the note mentioned, will 
liquidate the balance of the debt on the 
high school building lot. 

The members of the board expressed 
themselves as hopeful of getting the work 
started on the high school building early 
next year. They are working among the 
councitmen and no stone will be left wun- 
turned to promote the work of securing 
the appropriation necessary to complete 
the unfinished building which has been lIeft 
standing on the corner of Gilmer and 
Courtland streets until it has almost be- 
come an eyesore. 

The board of education hopes to get in 
some telling work with the new council, 
part of which is to be elected today. All 
of the candidates are pledged to do some- 
thing for the high school and it may be at 
no distant day when the noise of the ham-

the message of the president sent to con- | 


gress today: 

To the Congress of the United States—The 
present assemblage of the legislative branch 
of our government occurs at a time when 
the interests of our people and the needs 
of the country give especial prominence to 
the condition of our foreign relations and 
the exigencies of our national finances. The 
reports of the heads of the several adminis- 
trative departments of the government fully 
and plainly exhibit-what has been accom- 
plished within the scope of their respective 
duties and present such recommendations 
for the betterment of our country’s condi- 
tion as patriotic and intelligent labor and 
observation suggest. 

I therefore deem my executive duty ade- 
euately performed at this time by present- 
ing to the congress the important phases 
of our situation as related to our inter- 
course with foreign nations and a statement 
of the financial problems which confront 
us, Omitting, except as they are related to 
these topics, any reference to departmental 
jlaperations. I earnestly invite, however, 
mot only the careful consideration, bu« the 
Severely critical scrutiny of the congress 
and my fellow countrymen to the reports 
concerning these departmental operations. 
If justly and fairly examined thev will 
furnish proof of assiduous and painstaking 
care for the public welfare. I nress the 
recommendations they contain upon the re- 
Spectful attention of those charged with 
the duty of legislation, because I believe 
their adoption would promote the people’s 
good. 

Amendatory Tariff Legislation. 


By amendatory tariff legisiation in Jan- 
wary last, the Argentine Republic, recogniz- 
ing the value of the large market opened to 
the free importation of its wools under our 
last tariff act, has admitted certain pro- 
ducts of the waren States to entry at re- 
duced” duties. It is pleasing to note that 
the efforts we have made to enlarge the ex- 
changes of trade on a sound basis of mu- 
tual benefit are in this instance appreciated 
by the country from which our woolen fac- 
tories draw their needful supply of raw 
material. 


Brazil’s Boundary Dispute. 


This boundary dispute between the 
Argentine Republic and Brazil, referred 
the president of the United States as 
arbitrator during the term of my predeces- 
sor and which was submitted to me for 
determination, resulted in an award in fa- 
vor of Brazil upon the historical and docu- 
mentary evidence presented, thus ending 
@ long protracted controversy and again 
demonstrating the wisdom and desirability 
Of settling international boundary disputes 
by recourse to friendly arbitration. 


Revival of a Claims Commission. 


Negotiations are progressing for a revival 
of the United States and Chilean claims

Specie Payment by Chile. 


The resumption. of specie payments by 
Chile is a step of great interest and im- 
Portance Doth in its direct consequences 
. pon her own welfare and as evincing the 
ascendency and sound financial principles in 
one of the most influential of the South 
American republics. 


/ HE CHINO-JAPAN WAR. 


American Interest and American Lives 
Were Properly Protected. 


The close of the momentous struggle be- 
tween China and Japan, while relieving the 
diplomatic agents of this government from 
the delicate duty they undertook at the re- 
quest of both countries, of rendering such 
service to the subjects of either belligerent 
Within the territorial limits «f each other 
as our neutral position permitted, developed 
a domestic condition in the Chinese empire 
which has caused much anxiety and called 
for prompt and careful attention.. Either 
as a result of a weak control by the central 
government over the provincial administra- 
tions, following a diminution of traditional 
governmental authority under the stress of 
_@n overwhelming national disaster, or as a 
Manifestation wpon good opportunity of 

the aversion of the Chinese population to 
all foreign ways and undertekings, there 
‘have occurred, in widely separated provin- 
ces of China, serious outbreaks of the old 
fanatical spirit against foreigners, which, 
unchecked by the local authorities, if not 
actually connived at by them, have cujmi- 
hated in mob attacks on foreign missionary 
Stations, causing mu¢h destruction of prop- 
erty and attended with personal injuries 

a@s well as loss of life. 


Only One American Wounded. 


Although but one American citizen was 
reported to have been actually wounded, 
and although the destruction of property 
may have fallen more heavily upon the mis- 
®ionaries of other nationalities than our 
own, it plainly behooved this government to 
take the most prompt and decided action to 

vard against similar or perhaps more 

readful calamities befalling the hundreds 
of American mission ‘stations which have 
grown up throughout the interior of China 
under the temperate rule of toleration, cus- 
tom and imperial edict. The demands of the 
United States and other powers for the 
degredation and punishment of the respon- 
sivie officials of the respective cities and 
provinces who, by neglect or otherwise, had 
permitted uprisings, and for the adoption of 
stern measures by the emperor’s govern- 
ment for the protection of the life and 
property of foreigners, were followed by the 
disgrace and dismissal of certain provincial 
Officials found derelict in duty and the pun- 
ishment by death of a number of those ad- 
judged guilty of actual participation in théd 
Outrages. 


Special American Commission. 


This government also insisted that a spe- 
cial American commission should visit the 
province where the first disturbances oc- 
curred for the purpose of investigation. This 
Jatter commission, which after much opposi- 
tion, has gone overland from Tien-Tsin ac- 
companied by a suitable Chinese escort, and 
od its demonstration of the readiness and 
ability of our government to protect its citi- 
zens will act, it is believed, us a most influ- 
ential deterrent to any similar outbreak. 
The energetic steps we have thus taken are 
all the more likely to result in future safety 
to our citizens in China, because the impe- 
rial government is, I am persuaded, entire- 
ly convinced ‘that we desire only the liber- 
~ ty and protection of our own citizens and 
redress for any wrongs they may have suf- 
fered, and that we have no ulterior designs 
Or objects, political or otherwise. China 
will not forget either our kindly service to 
her citizens during her late war, or the 

rther fact that, while furnishing all the 

liities at our command to further the 
Miegotiation of peace between her and Jae 
pan, we sought no advantages and inter- 
posed no counsel. | 

Thanks from China and Japan.

. RELATIONS WITH FRANCE. 


_ Record of the Tribunal That Convicted 
¢ Waller Asked For.

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France, was tried and convicted by a mill-| 
| tary tribunal and sentenced to twenty years’ 
imprisonment. 


Record Still Unobtained. 


Following the course justitied by abund- 
ant precedents, this government. requested 
from that of France the record of the pro- 
ceedings ofthe French tribunal which re- 
sulted in Mr. Waller’s condemnation. This 
request has been complied with to the ex- : 
tent of supplying a copy of the vfficial 
record, from which appear the constitution 
and organization of the court, the charges 
as formulated, and the general course and 
result of the trial, and by which it is shown 
that the accused was tried in open court 
and was defended by counsel. But the evi- 
dence adduced in support of the charges 
which was not received by the French 
minister for foreign affairs till the first 
week in October—has thus far been with- 
held, the French government taking the 
ground that its production in response to 
our demand would establish a bad prece- 
dent. The efforts of our ambassador to 
procure it, however, though impeded by 
recent changes in the French ministry, 
have not been relaxed, and it is confidently 
expected that some satisfactory solution 
of the matter will shortly .be reacned. 
Meanwhile it appears that Mr. Waller's 
confinement has every alleviation which 
the state of his health and all the other 
<> mummies of the case demand or yper- 
mit. 


Permanent Treaty of Arbitration. 

In agreeable contrast to the difference 
above noted respecting a matter of com- 
mon concern where nothing is sought ex- 
cept such a mutually satisfactory out- 
come as the true merits of the case re- 
quire, is the recent resolution of the French 
chambers favoring the conclusion of a per- 
manent treaty of arbitration between the 
two countries. 


Invitation to France’s Expo. 


An invitation has been extended by 
France to the government and people of 
the United States to participate in a great 
international exposition in 1900 as a suit- 
able commemoration of this, the world’s 
marvelous century of progress. I hearti- 
ly recommend its acceptance, together 
with such legislation as will adequately 
provide for a due representation of this 
government and its people on the occasion.

NO UNCERTAIN RIVALRY. 


How America and Germany Are 
Brought Into Close Touch. 


Our relations with the states of the Ger- 
man empire are, in some respects, typical 
of a condition of things elsewhere found 
in countries whose productions and trade 
are similar to our own. The close rival- 
ries of competing industries; the influence 
of the delusive doctrine that the interna- 
tional development of a nation is promot- 
ed and its wealth increased hy a policy 
which is undertaking to reserve its home 
markets for the exclusive use of its own 
producers necessarily obstructs their sales 
in foreign markets and prevents free ac- 
cess to the products of the world; the de- 
sire to retain trade in time-worn ruts, re- 
gardiess of the inexorable laws of new 
needs and changed condition of demand 
and supply, and our own halting tardiness 
in inviting a freer exchange of commodi- 
ties and by this means imperiling our foot- 
ing in the external markets naturally open 
io us, have created a situation somewhat 
injurious to American export interests, not 
only in Germany, where they are perhaps 
most noticeable, but in adjacent countries. 
The exports affected are largely Ameri- 
can cattle and other food products, the 
reason assigned for unfavorable discrimin- 
ation being that their consumption is de- 
leterious to tha public health. This is 
all the more irritating in view of the fact 
that no European state is as jealous of 
the excellence and whelesomeness of its 
exported food supplies as the United States 
nor so easily able, on account of inherent 
soundness, to guarantee those qualities, 
Nor are these difficulties confined to our 
food products designed for exportation. 
Our great insurance companies, for exam- 
ple, having built up a vast business abroad 
and invested a large share of their gains 
in foreign countries in compliance with 
the local laws and regulations then exist- 
ing, now find themselves within a narrow- 
ing circle of onerous and unforeseen con- 
ditions, and are confronted by the necessi- 
ty of retirement from a field thus made 
unprofitable, if, indeed, they are not sum- 
marily expelled, as some of them have 
lately been from Prussia. 


Internationai Trade. 


It is not to be forgotten that international 
trade cannot) be one-sided. Its currents 
are alternating and its movements should | 
be honestly reciprocal. Without this it 
almost necessarily degenerates into a de- 
vice to gain advantage or a contrivance 
to secure benefits with only the semblance 
ofareturn. In our dealings with other na- 
tions we ought to be open-handed and 
scrupulously fair. This should be our poli- 
cy, aS a producing nation, and it plainly 
becomes us as a people who love generosi- 
ty and the moral aspects of national good 
faith and reciprocal forbearance. 


Submit to Nothing Unfair. 


These considerations should not, how- 
ever, constrain us to submit to unfair dis- 
crimination nor to silently acquiesce in 
vexatious hindrances to the enjoyment of 
our share of the legitimate advantages of 
proper trade relations. If an examination 
of the situation suggests such measures 
on our part as would involve restrictions 
similar to those from which we suffer, the 
way to such a course is easy. It should, 
however, by no means be lightly entered 
upon, since the necessity for the inaugura- 
tion of such a policy would be regretted 
by the best sentiment of our people, and 
because it naturally and logically might 
lead to consequences of the gravest char- 
acter. 


Opening of Kiel Canal. 


I take pleasure in calling to your atten- 
tion the encomiums bestowed on those ves- 
sels of our navy which took part in the 
notable ceremony of the opening of the 
Kiel canal. It was fitting that this ««tra- 
ordinary achievement of the newer German 
nationality should be celebrated in the 
presence’ of America’s exposition of the 
latest developments of the world’s raval 
energy. 


WHERE WE ARE INTIMATE. 


Relations with Great Britain Always 
Close and Important. 


Our relations with Great Britain, always 
intimate and important, have demanded | 
during the past year even a greater share 
of consideration than is usual. 

Several vexatious questions were Icft un- 
determined by the decision of the lehring 
sea arbitration tribunal. The Application 
of the principles laid down by that «ugust 
body has not been followed by the results 
they were intended to accomplish, either 
because their execution has been more or 
less imperfect. Much correspondence has 
been exchanged between the two pfovern- 
ments on the subject of preventing the ex- 
terminating slaughter of seals. Tue in- 
sufficiency of the British patrol of Behring 
sea, under the regulations agreed on by 
the two governments, has been pointed | 
out, and yet only two British ships have 
been on police duty during this season in 
those waters. 


A Bolder Front Required. 


The need of more effective enforcement 
of existing regulations, as well as the adop- 
tion of such additional regulations as ex- 
perience has shown to be absvititely nec- 
essary to carry out the intent of the award, 
have been earnestly urged upon the British 
government, but thus far without effective 
results. In the meantime the depletion of 
the seal herds by means of pélagic hunting 
has so alarmingly progressed that unless 
their slaughter is at once effectively check- 
ed their extinction within a few years 
seems to be a matter of absolute certainty. 


Regarding the Seal Payment. 


The understanding by which the United 
States was to pay, and Great Britain to 
receive, a lump sum of $425,000 in full set- 
tlement of all British claims for damages 
arising from our seizure of British sealing 
vessels unauthorized, under the award of 
the Paris tribunal of arbitration, was not 
confirmed by the last congress, which de- 
clined to make the necessary appropria- 
tion. I am still of the opinion that this ar- 
rangement was a judicious and advanta- 
geous one for the government, and I earn- 
estly recommend that it be again consider- 
ed and sanctioned. If, however, this does 
not meet with the favor of congress, it 
certainly will hardly dissent from the prop- 
osition that the government is bound by 
every consideration of honor and 
faith to provide for the speedy adjustment 
of these claims by arbitration as the only 
other alternative. A treaty of arbitration 
has therefore been agreed upon, and will 
be immediately laid before the senate, 
so that in one of these modes suggested 
final settlement may be reached. 

Collisions at Sea. 

Notwithstanding that Great Britain or- 
iginated the proposal to enforce interna- 
tional rules for the prévention of collisions 
at sea, based on the ) 
the marine © 
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ed papasicn on the part of British shi 
ping interests, announced its inability to 
accept that date, which was consequently 
cance The entire matter is still in the 
abeyance, without prospect of a better con- 
dition in the near future. 


No Agreement Reached. 


The commissioners appointed to mark 
the international boundary in Passama- 
quoddy bay according to the description to 
the treaty of Ghent, have not yet fully 


agreed, 
Preliminary Survey. 


The completion of the preliminary survey 
of that Alaskan boundary which follows 
the contour of the coast from the southern- 
most point of Prince of Wales island until 
it strikes the l4ist meridian at or near the 
summit of Mount St. Elias, awaits further 
necessary appropriation, which is urgently 
recommended. ‘this survey was undertak- 
en under the provisions of the convention 
entered into by this country and Great 
Britain July 22, 1892, and the supplementary 
convention of February 38, 1894. 

As to the remaining section of the Alas- 
kan boundary, which follows the 14ist mer- 
idijan northwardly from Mouynt St. Elias 
to the frozen ocean, the sgettiement of 
which involves the physical location of the 
meridian mentioned, no conventional agree- 
ment has yet been made. The ascertain- 
ment of a given meridian at a particular 
point is a work requiring much time 
and careful observations and surveys. 
Such observations and surveys were under- 
taken by the United States coast and geo- 
detic survey in 1890 and 1891, while similar 
work in the same quarters under British 
auspices is believed to giv enearly coin- 
cident results, but these surveys have been 
independently conducted, and no interna- 
tional agreement to mark those or any 
other parts of the l41st meridian by per- 
manent monuments has yet been made. 
In the meantime the valley of the Yukon 
is becoming a highway through the hither- 
to unexplored wilds of Alaska, and abund- 
ant mineral wealth has been discovered 
in that region, especially at or near the 
junction of the boundary meridian with 
the Yukon and its tributaries. In these cir- 
cumstances it is expedient, indeed impera- 
tive, that the jurisdictional limits of the 
respective governments in this new region 
be speedily determined. Her Britannic ma- 
jesty’s government has proposed a joint 
delimitation of the l4l1st meridian by an 
international commission of experts, 
which, if congress will authorize it and 
make due provision therefor, can be ac- 
complished with not unreasonable delay. 
It is impossible to overlook the vital !‘m- 
portance of continuing the work already 
entered upon, and supplementing it by fur- 
ther effective measures looking to the ex- 
act location of this entire boundary line.

VEXATIOUS DISPUTES. 


Boundary Line Between Canada and 
United States Uncertain. 


I call attention to the unsatisfactory de- 
limitation of the respective jurisdiction of 
the United States and the dominion of 
Canada in the great lakes at the ap- 
proaches to the narrow waters that con- 
nect them. The waters in question are 
frequented by fishermen of both nationali- 
ties and their mets are there used, Owing 
to the uncertainty and ignorance as to the 
true boundary,. vexatious disputes and in- 
jurious seizures of boats and nets by Can- 
adian cruisers often occur, while any pos- 
itive settlement thereof by an accepted 
standard is not easily to be reached. A 
joint commission to determine the line in 
these quarters, on a practical basis, by 
measured courses following range marks on 
shore is a necessity for which immediate 
provision should be made. 


VENEZUELAN QUESTION. 


President Cleveland Tells What We 


Have Not Done. 


It being apparent that the boundary 
dispute between Great Britain» and 
the republic of Venezuela concern 
ing the Hmits of British Guiana was 
approaching an acute stage, a _ defi- 
nite statement of the interest and policy 
of the United States as regards the con- 
troversy seemed. to be required both on 
its own account and in view of its rela- 
tion with the friendly plete directly con- 
cerned. In July last, therefore, a dispatch 
was addressed to our ambassador at Lon- 
don for communication to the British gov- 
ernment, in which the attitude of the 
United States was fully and distimctly set 
forth. The general conclusions therein 
reached and formulated are in substance 
that the traditional and established policy 
of this government is firmly opposed to 
a forcibie_increase by any European power 
of its territerial possessions on this con- 
tinent: that this policy is as well founded 
in principle as it is strongly supported by 
numerous precedents; that as a conse- 
quence the United States is bound to pro- 
test against the enlargement of the area 
of British Guiana in derogation of the 
rights and against the willof Venezuela; 
that considering the disparity in strength 
of Great Britain and Venezuela, the. terri- 
torial dispute between them can be rea- 
sonably settled only by friendly and im- 
partial arbitration, and that the resort to 
such arbitration should include the whole 
controversy, and is not satisfied if one of 
the powers concerned is permitted to draw 
an arbitrary line through the territory in 
debate and to declare that it will submit to 
arbitration only the portion lying on one 
side of it. In view of these conclusions the 
dispatch in question called upon the Brit- 
ish government for a definite answer to 
the question whether it would or wouid 
not submit the territorial controversy be- 
tween itself and Venezuela in its entirety 
to impartial arbitration. The answer of the 
British government has not yet been re- 
ceived, but is expected shortly, when fur- 
ther communication on the subject will 
probably be made to the congress. 


HAWAIIAN UPRISING. ; 


The United States Would Not Permit 
of Hangings. 

Early in January last an uprising against 
the government of Hawaii was promptly 
suppressed. Martial law was forthwith pro- 
claimed and numerous arrests were made 
of persons suspected of being in sympa- 
thy with the royalist party. Amomg these 
were several citizens of the United States, 
who were either convicted by a military 
court and sentenced to death, imprison- 
ment or fine, or kere deported without tmal., 
The United States, while denying pro- 
tection to such as had taken the Hawaaiian 
oath of allegiance, insisted that martial 
law, though altering the forms of justice, 
could not supersede justice itself, and de- 
manded stay of execution until the pro- 
ceedings had been submitted to this gov- 
ernment and knowledge obtained there- 
from that our citizens had received fair 
trial. The death sentences were suDse- 
quently commuted or were remitted on 
condition of leaving the islands, The cases 
of certain Americans arrested and expelled 


by arbitrary order without formal charge | 


or trial have had attention, and in some 
instances have been found to justify re- 
monstrance and a claim for indemnity, 
which Hawali has mot thus far con- 
ceded. Mr. Thurston, the Hawaiian minis- 
ter, having furnished this government with 
abundant reason for asking that he be 
recalled, that course was pursued and his 
successor has lately been received. 


LYNCHING OF LABORERS. 


Best Efforts of the State Put Forward 


To Capture the Lynchers.

NEGRO COLONIZATION SCHEME. 


Rations Were Furnished the Starving 
by the United States Government. 

As a sequel to the failure of a scheme for 
the colonization in Mexico of negroes, MOst- 
ly emigrants from Alabama, under con- 
tract, a great number of these helpiess and 
suffering people, Starving and smitten with 
ccntagious disease, made their way cr 
were assisted to the frontier, where, in 
wretched plight, they were quaraatined by 
the Texas authorities. Learning of their 
destitute condition I directed rations to be 
temporarily furnished them through the 
War depariment. At the expiration of their 
quarantine they were conveyed by che rail- 
Way companies at comparatively nom.nal 
rates to their homes in Alabama upon my 
assurance, in the absence of any fvnd 
available for the cost cf their transporta- 
tion, for its payment. I now strongly urge 
upon congress the propriety of making such 
an eppropriation. 

It should be remembered that the meas- 
ures taken were dictated not only by sy™m- 
pathy and humanity, but by a conviction 
that it was not compatible with the aigni- 
ty of this government that so large a body 
of our dependent citizens should be tnrown 
> Polegate upon the charity of a neighboring 
state. 


MORE BOUNDARY QUESTIONS. 


Nicaragua and the Mosquito Nation 
Did Not Agree. 


In last yéar’s message I narrated at 
seme length the jurisdictional questions 
then freshly arisen in the Mosquito Indian 
strip of Nicaragua. Since that time, by 
the voluntary act of the Mosquito nation, 
the territory reserved to them has veen 
incorporated with Nicaragua, the Indians 
formally subjecting themselves to be goy- 
erned by the general laws and regulations 
of the republic instead of by their own 
eustoms and regulations, and thus avail- 
ing themselves of a privilege secured to 
them by the treaty between Nicaragua and 
Great Britain of January 28, 1869. 

After this extension of uniform Nicara- 
guan administration to the Mosquito strip, 
the case of the British vice consul; Hatch, 
and several of his countrymen who had 
been summarily expelled from Nicaragua 
and treated with considerable indignity, 
provoked a claim by Great Britain upon 
Nicaragua for indemnity which, upon 
Nicaragua’s refusal to admit liability, was 
enforced by Great Britain. While the 
sovereignty and jurisdiction of Nicaragua 
was in no way questioned by Great Brit- 
ain, the former’s arbitrary conduct in re- 
gard to British subjects furnished the 
ground for this proceeding. 


That Corinto Incident. 


A British naval force occupied without 
resistance the Pacific seaport of Corinto, 
but was soon after withdrawn upon the 
promise that the sum demanded would be 
paid. Throughout this incident the kindiy 
offices of the United States were invoked 
and were employed in favor of as peace- 
fnl a settlement and as much considera- 
tion and indulgence toward Nicaragua 
as were consistent with the nature of the 
case. Our efforts have since been made 
the subject of appreciative and pzrateful 
recognition by Nicaragua. 


Coronation of the Czar. 


The coronation of the ezar of Russia at 
Moscow in May next invites the ceremonial 
participation of the United States and in 
accordance with usage and diplomatic pro- 
priety our minister to the imperial court 
has been directed to represent our govern- 
ment on the occasion. 


Watching Russian Consuls. 


Correspondence is on foot touching the 
practice of Russian consuls within the ju- 
risdiction of the United States to interro- 
gate citizens as to their, race and religious 
faith, and upon ascertainment therevf to 
deny to Jews authenticaticn of passports 
or legal documents for vse in Russia. In- 
asmuch as such a proceeding imposes a 
disability, which tn the case of succession 
to property in Russia may be found to 
infringe the treaty rights of our citizens, 
and which is an obnoxious invasion of our 
territcrial jurisdiction, it has elicited fitting 
remonstrance, the result of which it is 
hoped will remove the cause of complaint. 


Russia Has Not Paid Up. 


The pending claims of sealing vessels of 
the United States seized in Russian waters 
remain unadjusted. Our recent conven- 
tion with Russia establishing a modus vi- 
vendi as to imperial jurisdiction in such 
cases has prevented further difficulty of 
this nature. 


To Protect the Seals. 


The Russian government hhas welcomed in 
principle our suggestion for a modus viven- 
di, to embrace Great Britain and Japan, 
looking’ to the better preservation 
of seal life in the north Pacific and 
Behring seas and +‘an extension of 
the protected area defined by the Paris 
tribunal to Pacific waters north of the 
thirty-fifth parallel. It is especially notice- 
able that Russia favors prohibition of the 


use of fire arms in seal hunting without the . 
proposed area and a longer closed season’ 


for pelagic sealing. 
The Samoan Question. 


In my last two annual messages I called 
the attention of the congress to the posi- 
tion we occupied as one of the parties to a 
treaty or agreement by which we become 
jointly bound with England and Germany 
to so interfere with the government and 
control of Samoa as in effect to assume 
the management of its affairs. 


A ROAST FOR CUBA. 


Mr. Cleveland Says That We Must Ig- 
nore Our Traditions. 


On the 9th day of May, 1894, I transmitted 
to the senate a special message with ac- 
companying documents giving information 
on the subject and emphasizing the opinion 
I have at all times entertained that our 
situation in this matter was inconsistent 
with the mission and tradition of our 
government, in violation of the principles 
we profess, and in all it phases mis- 
chievous and vexatious. I again press this 
subject upon the attention of the congress 
and ask for such legislative action or ex- 
pression as will lead the way to our relief 
from obligations both irksome and un- 
natural. 

Cuba is again grievously disturbed. 
An insurrection, in some respects more ac- 
tive than the last preceding revolt, which 
continued from 1868 to 1878, now exists in a 
large part of the eastern interior of the 
island, menacing even some populations on 
the coast. Besides deranging the commer- 
cial exchanges of the island, of which vur 
country takes the predominant share, this 
flagrant condition of hostilities, by arous- 
ing sentimental and inciting adventurous 
support among our pecple, has entailed 
earnest effort on the part of this govern- 
ment to enforce obedience to our neutrality 
laws and to prevent the territory of the 
United States from being abused as a van- 
tage ground from which to aid those in 
arms against Spanish sovereignty. What- 
ever may be the traditional sympathy of 
our countrymen as individuals with a peo- 
ple who seem to be struggling for larger 
autonomy and greater freedom, deepened as 
such sympathy naturally must be in behalf 
of our neigh yet the plain duty of 
their government is to observe in good faith 
the ba ogg obligations of international 
relationship. The performance of this duty 
should not be made more difficult by a dis- 
ere on the part of our citizens of the 
obligations growing out of their allegiance 
to their country, which should restrain 
them from violating as individuals the 
psoreesteetie Hiby ng the nation of which they 
are members is bound to obsefve in its rela- 
tions with friendly sovereign states. 


Wishes the Patriots Defeat. 


Though neither the warmth of our peo- 
ple’s sympathy with the Cuban insurgents, 
nor our loss and mat age conse- 
quent upon the futile endeavors thus far 
made to restore peace and order, nor any 
shock our human sensibilities may have 
received the cruelties which appear 
y characterize this sanguinary 
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and reely conducted war, have in the 
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curred. On March 8th last the Allianca, 
while bound from Colon to New York and 
following the customary track for vessels 
near the Cuban shore, but outside the 
three-mile limit, was fired upon by a Span- 
sh gunboat. Protest was promptly made 
by the United States against this act as not 
veing justitied by a state of war, nor per- 
missible in respect of vessels on the usual 
paths of commerce, nor tolerable in view 
of the wanton peril occasioned to innocent 
iife and property. The act was disavowed 
with full expressions of regret and assur- 
ance of non-recurrence of such just cause 
of complaint, while the offending officer 
was relieved of his command. 


Regarding Military Arrests. 


Military arrests of citizens of the United 
States in Cuba have occasioned frequent 
reclamations. Where -held’ on criminal 
charges their delivery to the ordinary civil 
jurisdiction for trial has been demanded and 
obtained in conformity with treaty provi- 
sions, and where merely detained by way of 
military precaution under a proclaimed 
Stage of siege, without formulated accusa- 
tion, their release or trial has been insisted 
upon. The right of American consular offi- 
cers in the island to prefer protests and de- 
mands in such cases having been questioned 
by the insular authority, their enjoyment of 
the privilege Stipulated by treaty for the 
consuls of Germany was ciaimed under the 
most favored national provision of our own 
convention and was promptly recognized. 


The Mora Claim Settled. 


The long standing demand of Antonio 
Maximo Mora has at last been settled by 
the payment, on the 14th of September last, 
of the sum originally agreed upon in liqui- 
dation of the claim. Its distribution among 
the parties entitled to receive it has pro- 
ceeded as rapidly as the rights of those 
claiming the fund could be safely deter- 
mined. 

Agreement with Spain. 


The enforcement of differential duties 
against products of this tountry “exported 
to Cuba and Puerto Rico prompted the im- 
mediate claim on our part to the benefit of 
the minimum tariff of Spain in return for 
the most favorable treatment permitted by 
our laws as regards the protection of Span- 
ish territories. A commercial arrangement 
was concluded in January last securing the 
treatment so claimed. 


Protests Against Excessive Fines. 


Vigorous protests against excessive fines 
imposed on our ships and merchandise by 
the customs officers of these islands for 
trivial errors have resulted in the remission 
of such fines in instances where the equity 
of the complaint was apparent, though the 
vexatious practice has not been wholly dis- 
continued. 


AS TO TURKISH OUTRAGES. 


President Cleveland Says the Sultan 
Wouldn’t Let Us Investigate. 


Occureneces in Turkey have continued to 
excite concern. The reported massacres of 
Christians in Armenia and the develop- 
ment there and in other districts of a spirit 
of fanatic hostility to Christian influences 
naturally excited apprehension for the safe- 
ty of the. devoted men and women who, 
as dependents of the foreign missionary so- 
cieties in the United States, reside in Tur- 


key under the guarantee of law and usage 


and in the legitimate performance of their 
educational and religious mission. No ef- 
forts have been spared in their behalf and 
their protection in person and property has 
been earnestly and vigorously enforced by 
every means within our power. 


Investigation Stopped by the Turks. 


I regret, however, that an attempt on 
our part to obtain better information con- 
cerning the true condition of affairs in the 
disturved quarter of the Ottoman empire, 
by sending thither the United States consul 
at Sivas to make investigation and report, 
Was thwarted by the objections of the 
Turkish government. This movement on 
our part was in no sense meant as a gratul- 
tous entanglement of the United States in 
the so-called eastern question, nor as an 
officious interference with the right and 
duty which belong by treaty to certain great 
European powers, calling for their interven- 
tion in political matters affecting the good 
government and religious freedom of the 
non-Mussulman subjectsS of the _ sultan, 
but it arose solely from our desire to have 
an accurate knowledge of the conditions in 
our efforts to care for those entitled to our 
protection. 


Is Within Reach of Ships. 


The presence of our naval vessels, which 
are now in the vicinity of the disturbed lo- 
calities, affords opportunities to acquire a 
measure of familiarity with the condition 
of affairs, and will enable ug to take suita- 
ble steps for the protection of any interests 
of our countrymen within reach of our 
ships that might be found imperiled. 

The Ottoman government has lately is- 
sued an imperial irade exempting forever 
from taxation an American college for girls 
at Szutdri. Repeated assurances have also 
been obtained by our envoy at Constanti- 
nople that similar institutions maintained 
and administered by our countrymen shall 
be secured in the enjoyment of all rights, 
and that our citizens throughout the empire 
shall be protected. 


Sultan’s Word Not Credited. 


The government, however, in view of ex- 
isting facts, is far from relying upon such 
assurances as the limit of its duty. Our 
minister has been vigilant and alert in alf- 
fording all possible protection in individual 
cases where danger threatened or safety 
wes imperiled. We have sent ships as far 
toward the points of actual disturbance as 
it is possible for them to go, where they 
offer refuge to tnose obliged to flee, and we 
have the promise of other powers which 
have snips in the neighborhood that our 
citizens, as well as theirs, will be received 
and protected on board those ships. On 
the demand of our minister, orders have 
been issued by the sultan that Turkish sol- 
diers shall guard and escort to the coast 
American refugees. 

More Assurances Given. 


These orders have been carried out, and 
our latest intelligence gives assurance of 
the present personal safety of our citizens 
and missionaries. Though thus. far no lives 
of American citizens have been sacrificed, 
there can be no doubt that serious loss and 
destruction of mission property have re- 
suited from riotous conflicts and outrageous 
attacks. 


By treaty several of the most powerful | 


European powers have secured a right to 


assume a 
own citizens and in furtherance of their 
own interests, but as agents of the Chris- 
tian world. Their right is to enforce such 
conduct of the Turkish government as will 
restrain fanatical brutality, and if this 
fails their duty is to so interfere as to in- 
sure against such dreadful occurences in 
Turkey as have lately shocked civilization. 

The powers deciare this right and this 
duty to be theirs alone and it is earnestly 
hoped that prompt and effective action on 
their part will not be delayed. The new 
consulates at Erzeroum and Harp dot, for 
which appropriation was made last sess.on, 
have been provistonally filled by trusted 
employes of the department of state. These 
appointees, though now in Turkey, have 
not received their exequaturs, 


Regarding Minor Venezuelan Troubles 


The arbitration of the claim of the Ven- 
ezuela Steam Transportation Company un- 
der the treaty of January 19, 1892, between 
the United States and Venezuela resulted 
in award in favor of the claimant. 

The government has used iis good offices 
toward composing the differences between 
Verezuela on the one band anaé France and 
Belgium on the other, growing out of the 
dismissal of the representatives of those 
powers on the ground of a publication 
deemed offensive to Venezuela. Although 
that dismissal was coupled with a cordial 
request that other more personally agree- 
abie envoys be sent in their stead, a rup- 
ture of intercourse ensued and still con- 
tinues. 


Improving the Consular Service. 


In view of the growth of our interests in 


‘foreign countries and the encouraging pros- 


pects for a general-expansion of our com- 
merce, the question of an improvement in 
the consular service nus increasea in im 
portance and urgency. ‘Though there is no 
doubt that the great body of consular offi- 
cers are rendering valuable service to the 
trade and industries of the country, the 
need of some plan of appointment and con- 
trol which would tend to secure a higher 
average of efiiciency cannot be denied. 

The importance of the subject has led 
the executive to consider what steps might 
properly be taken without additional legis- 
lation to answer the need of a better sysem 
of ¢onsular appointments. The matter hav- 
ing been committed to the consideratic& of 
the secretary of state, in pursuance ot his 
recommendations, an executive order was 
issued on the 20th of September, 1s95, by 
the terms of which it is provided that after 
that date any vacancy in a consulate or 
commercial] 


either by transfer or promotion 
some other position under the depart-

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ation in fees, now less than $1,000, on. 
be augmented with the growth of our a 
eign commerce and a return to more ; 
vorable business conditions, In execution 0 
the executive order referred to the ee 
tary of state-has designated as &@ board he 
conduct the prescribed examinations the 
third assistant secretary of state, the 80- 
Hicitor of the department of state and the 
chief of the consular bureau,ard has speci- 
fied the subjects to which such examina~- 
tions shall relate. 


Will Not Prove a Full Measure. 


It is not assumed that this system will 
prove a full measure of consular reform. 
lt is quite probabie that actual experience 
will show particulars in which the order al- 
ready issued may be amended, and demon- 
strate that, for the best results, appro- 
priate legislation by congress is impera~- 
tively required. 

In any event these efforts to improve the 
consular service ought to be immediatcly 
supplemented by legislation providing for 
consular inspection. This has frequently 
been a subject of executive recommenda- 
tion and I again urge such action by con- 
gress as will permit the frequent and tho- 
rough inspection of consulates by oificers 
appointed for that purpose or by personas 
already in the diplomatic or consular ser- 
vice. The expense attending such a plan 
would be insignificant compared with its 
usefulness, and I hope the legislation nec- 
essary to set it on foot will be speedily 
forthcoming. 


Should Have Official Residences. 


I am thoroughly convinced that in addi- 
tion to their salaries our ambassadors and 
ministers at toreign courts should be pro- 
vided by the government with official resi- 
dences. The salaries of these officers are 
comparatively small, and in most cases in- 
sufficient to pay, with other necessary ex- 


penses, the cost of maintaining household ! 


establishments in keeping with their im- 
portant and delicate functions. The useful- 
ness of a nation’s diplomatic representa- 
tive undeniably depends much upon the ap- 
propriateness of his surroundings, and a 
country like ours, while avoiding show, 
should be certain that it does not suffer in 
its relations with foreign nations through 
parsimony and shabbiness in its diplomatic 
outfit. These considerations and other ad- 
vantages of having fixed and somewhat 
permanent locations for our embassies 
would abundantly justify the moderate ex- 
penditure necessary to carry out this sug- 
gestion. 


GOLDBUG ARGUMENT. 


President Cleveland Tries To 
Bimetallism a Black Eye. 


As we turn from a review of our for- 
eign relations to the contemplation of our 
national financial situation we are imme- 
diately aware that we approach 4 subject 
of domestic concern more important than 
any other that can engage our attention, 
and one at present in such a perplexing 
and delicate predicament as to require 
prompt and wise treatment. 

We may well be encouraged to earnest 
effort in this direction when we recall the 
steps already taken toward improving our 
economic and financial situation, and when 
we appreciate how well the way has been 
prepared for further progress by an 
aroused and intélligent popular interest in 
these subjects by the common people. 

A customs revenue system designed for 
the protection and benefit of a favored 
class at the expense of the great mass of 
our countrymen, and which, while ineffi- 
cient for the purpose of revenue, curtailed 
our trade relations and impeded our en- 
trance to the markets of the world, has 
been superseded by a tariff policy which 
in principle is based upon a denial of 
the right of the government to obstruct 
the avenues to our people’s cheap living 
or lessen their comfort and contentment 
for the sake of according especial advan- 
tages to favorites, and which, while en- 
couraging our intercourse and trade with 
other nations, recognizes the fact that 
American self-reliance, thrift and inge- 
nuity can build up our country’s industries 
and develop its resourecs more surely than 
enervating paternalism. 


Jumps on Bimetallism. 


The compuisory purchase and coinage 
of silver by the government, unchecked 
and unregulated by business conditions 
and heedless of our currency needs, which 
for more than fifteen years diluted our 
circulating medium, undermined confi- 
dence abroad in our financial ability and 
at last culminated in distress and panic 
at home, has been recently stopped by the 
repeal of the laws which forced this reck- 
less scheme upon the country. 

The things thus accomplished, notwith- 
standing their extreme importance and be- 
neficent effects, fall far short of curing; the 
monetary evils from which we suffer as 
a result of long indulgence in ill-advised 
financial expedients. 


Regarding Greenbacks. 


The currency denominated United States 
notes and commonly known as greenwoucks 
was issued in large volume during the 
late civil war, and was intended originally 
to meet the exigencies of that period. 
It will be seen by a reference to the de- 
bates in congress at the time the laws were 
passed authorizing the issue of these notes 
that their advocates declared they were 
intended for only temporary use and to 
meet the emergency of war. In almost, 
if not all, the laws relating to them some 
provision was made contemplating their 
voluntary or compulsory retirement. A 
large quantity of them, however, were 
kept afioat and mingled with the currency 
of the country, so that at the close of the 
year 1874 they amounted to $381,999,073. 

Immediately after that date, and in 
January, 1875, a law was passed providing 
for the resumption of specie pyments, by 
which the secretary of the treasury was 
required, whenever additional circulation 
was issued to national banks, to retire 
United States notes equal in amount to 80 
per cent of such additional national bank 
circulation until such notes were reduced 
to $300,000,000. This law further provided 
that on and after the Ist day of January, 
1879, the United States notes then out- 
standing should be redeemed in coin, and 
in order to provide and prepare for such 
redemption the secretary of the treasury 
was authorized not only to use any sur- 
plus, revenues of the government, but to 
issue bonds of the United States and dis- 
pose of them for coin and to use the pro- 
ceeds for the purposes contemplated by 
the statute. 

In May, 1878, and before the date thus 
appointed for redemption and retirement 
of these notes, another statute was 
forbidding their further cancellation and 
retirement. Some of them had, however, 
been previously redeemed and canceled 
upon the issue of additional national] bank 
circulation, as permitted by the law of 
isié, so that the amount outstanding at

Touching on the Banks. 


It has always seemed to me that the 
provisions of law regarding the capital of 
national banks which operate as a limita- 
tion to their location, fails to make proper 
compensation for the suppression of state 
banks, which came near to the people in 
all sections of the country and readily 
furnished, them with banking accommoda- 
tions and facilities. Any inconvenience or 
embarrassment arising from these restric- 
tions on the location of national banks 
might well be remedied by better adapting 
the present system to the creation of banks 
in smaller communities or by permitting 
banks of large capital to establish branches 
in such localities as would serve the peo- 
ple—so regulated and restrained as to se- 
cure).their safe and conservative control 
and management. 


Now Avoiding the State Banks. 


But there might not be the necessity for 
Such an addition to the currency by new 
issues of bank circulation as at a first 
Slance is Mdicated. If we should be re- 
lieved from maintaining a gold reservation 
under conditions that constitute it, the 
barometer of our solvency, and if our 
treasury should no longer be the foolish 
purveyor of gold for nations abroad, or for 
speculation and hoarding by our citizen 
at home, I should expect to see gold né- 
sume its natural and normal functions In 
the business affairs of the country and 
cease to be an object attracting the timid 
watch of our people and exciting their sen- 
sitive imaginations. 


To Appease Bimetallists. 


I do not overlovuk the fact that the can- 
cellations of the treasury notes issued un- 
der the silver purchasing act of 1890 would 
leave the treasury in the actual owner- 
stip of sufficient silver, including seignior- 
age, to coin nearly $178,000,000 in standard 
dollars. It is worthy of consideration 
whether this might not, from time to 
time, be converted into dollars or fraction- 
al coin and slowly put into circulation, 
as in the judgment of the secretary of the 
treasury, the necessities of the country 
should require. 


Admits We Are at the Bottom. 


Whatever is attempted should be entered 
upon fully appreciating the fact that by 
careless, eosy descent we have reached a 
dangerous depth and that our ascent will 
not be accomplished without laborious toil 
and struggle. We shall be wise if we real- 
ize that we are financially ill and that our 
restorution to health may require heroic 
treatment and unpleasant remedies. In the 
present state of our difficulty if is not easy 
to tnderstand how the amount of our reve- 
nue receipts directly affects it. 

The important question is not the quanti- 
ty of money received in revenue payments, 
but the kind of money we maintain and 
our ability to continue in sound financial 
ccendition. .We are considering the govern- 
ment’s holdings cf gold as related to the 


‘soundness of our money and as affecting 


‘United States notes are concerned, 


fon 


our rational credit and monetary strength. 


OH, THAT GOLD RESERVE. 


Mr. Cleveland Explains, Argues and 
Presents Peculiar Figures. 


If our gold reserve had never been im- 
paired so; if no bonds had ever been issued 
to replenish it; if there had been no fear 
and timidity concerning our ability to 
continue gold payments; if any part of our 
revenues were now paid in gold, and if we 
could look to our gold receipts as a means 
of maintaining a safe reserve, the amount 
of our revenues would be an influential 
factor in the problem. But unfortunately 
all the circumstances that lend weight to 
this consideration are entirely lacking. 


Our Present Predicament. 


In our present predicament no gold is 
received by the government in payment of 
revenue charges, nor would there be if the 
revenues were increased. The receipts olf 
the treasury, when notin silver certificates, 
consist of United States notes and treasury 
notes issued for silver purchases. These 
forms of money are only useful to the gov- 
ernment in paying its current orcinary 
expenses, and its quantity in goverament 
possession does not in the least contribute 
toward giving us that kind of safe finan- 
cial standing or condition which is built on 
gold alone. : 

If it is said that these notes, if held 
by the government, can be used to obiain 
gold for our reserve, the answer is easy. 
The people draw gold from the treasury 
on demand upon United States notes and 
treasury notes, but the proposition that 
the treasury can, on demand, draw gold 
from the people upon them would be re- 
garded in these days with wonder and 
amusement. 


Just Like the Bond Issue. 


And even if this. could be done, there is 
nothing to prevent those thus parting 
with their gold from regaining it the next 
day or the next hour by the presentation of 
the notes they received in exchange for it. 
The secretary of the treasury might use 
such notes taken from a surplus of reve- 
nue to buy gold in the market. Of course, 
he could not do this without paying a pre- 
mium. Private holders of gold, unlike the 
government, having no parity to maintain, 
would not be restrained from making the 
best bargain possible when they furnished 
gold to the treasury. 


Where Is That Parity? 


But the moment tne.secretary of the 
treesury bought gold on any terms above 
par he would establish a general and uni- 
versal premium upon it, thus breaking 
down the parity between gold and silver 
which the governmen. is pledged to main- 
tain, and cpening the way to new and se- 
rious complications. 

In the meantime the premium would not 
remain stationary and the absurd spectacle 
might be presented of u dealer selling gold 
to the government and with United States 
notes or treasury notes in his hand imme- 
diately clamoring for its return and a re- 
sale at a nigher premium, 

It may be claimed that a large revenue 
and redundant receipts might favorably 
affect the situation under discussion by ai- 
fording an opportunity of retaining these 
notes in the treasury when received, and 
thus preventing their presentation for gold. 
Such retention to be useful ought to be 
at least measurably permanent; and this 
is precisely what is prohibited, so pat 
law of 1878 forbidding their further retire- 
ment. The statute in so many words pro- 
vides that these notes when received into 
the treasury and belunging to the United 
States, shall be “paid out again and kept 
in circuladzion.”’ 

Some Abstruse Arguments. 


It will, moreover. be readily seen that 
the government could not refuse to pay out 
United States notes and treasury notes in 
current transactions when demanded and 
insist on paying out silver alone and still 
meintain the parity between that metal 
and the currency representing gold. 

Besides, the accumulation in the treasury 
of currency of any kind exacted from the 
people through taxation is justly regarded 
as an evil, and it cannot procee far with- 
out vigorous protest against an unjustifia- 
ble retention of money from the business 
of the country and a denunciation of a 
scheme of taxation which proves itself to 
be unjust when it takes from the earni 
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most persuasive argument in favor of leg- 
islation radically reducing tariff taxation. 

Perhaps it is supposed that sufficient 
revenue receipts would in a sentimentai 
way improve the situation in inspiring con- 
fidence in our solvency and aying the 
fear of pecuniary exhaustion. And yet 
through all our struggles to maintain our 
#0id reserve there never been any 
apprehension as to our ready ability to pay 
our way with such money as we had, and 
the question whether or not our current 
receipts met our current expenses has not 
entered into the estimate of our solvency. 
Of course, the general state of our funds, 
exclusive of gold, was entirely immaterial 
to the foreign creditor and investor. His 
debt could only be paid in gold, and his 
only concern was our ability to keep on 
hand that kind of money. 

On July 1, 1892, more than a year and a 
haif before the first bonds were isstied to 
replenish the — reserve, there was a 
net balance in the treasury, exclu- 
Sive of such reserve, of less than $13,000,000; 
but the gold reserve amounted to more than 
$114,000,000, which was the quieting feature 
of the situation. 


Panicky Without Bimetallism. 


It was when the stock of gold began 
rapidiy to fall that fright supervened and 
our securities held abroad were returned 
for sale and debts owed abroad were pressa- 
ed for: payment. In the meantime exten- 
Sive shipments of gold and other variable 
indications caused fright among our people 
at home. Thereupon the general state of 
our funds, exclusive of gold, became also 
immaterial 
gold from the treasury for hoarding against 
all contingencies. 

This is plainly shown by the large increase 
in the proportion of gold withdrawn which 
was retained by our own people as time 
and threatening incidents progressed. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 380, 18%, 
nearly $85,000,000 in gold was withdrawn 
from the treasury and about $77,000,000 was 
sent abroad; while during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1895, over $117,000,000 was 
drawn out, of which only about $66,000,000 
was shipped, leaving the large balance of 
such withdrawals to be accounted for by 
domestic hoarding. 

inasmuch as the withdrawal of our gold 
has resulted largely from fright, there is 
nothing apparent that will prevent its con- 
tinuance or recurrence with its natural 
consequences except such a change in our 
financial methods as will reassure. the 
frightened and make the desire for gold 
less intense. It is not clear how an in- 
crease in revenue, unless it be in gold, can 
Satisfy those whose only anxiety is to gain 
gold from the government’s store. 

It cannot therefore be safe to rely upon 
increased revenues as a cure for our pres- 
ent troubles. 


Explaining the Bond Issues. 


It is possible that the suggestion of in- 
creased revenue as a remedy for the diffi- 
culties we are considering may have origi- 
nated in an intimation of distinct allegation 
that the bonds which have been issued 
ostensibly to replenish our gold reserve were 
really issued to supply insufficient revenue. 
Nothing can be further from the truth. 
Bonds were issued to obtain gold for the 
maintenance of our national credit. As has 
been shown, the gold thus obtained has 


“been drawn again from the treasury upon 


United States notes and treasury notes. 
This operation would have been promptly 
prevented if possible, but these notes having 
thus been passed to the treasury they be- 
came the money of the government, like 
any other ordinary government funds, and 
there was nothing to do but to use them in 
paying government expenses when needed. 


Admission of Single Standard. 


At no time when bonds have been issued 
has there been any consideration of the 
question of paying the expenses of the gov- 
ernment with their proceeds. There was no 
necessity to consider that question. At 
the time of each bond issue we had a safe 
surplus in the treasury for ordinary opera- 
tions, exclusive of the gold in our reserve. 
In February, 1894, when the first issue of 
bonds was made, such surplus amounted to 
over $18,000,000; in November, when the 
second issue was made, it amounted to 
more than $42,000,000, and in February, 1895, 
when bonds for the third time were issued, 
such surplus amounted to more than $100,- 
000,000. It now amounts to $98,072,420.30. 

Besides all this the secretary of the 
treasury had no authority whatever to {s- 
sue bonds to increase the ordinary revenues 
or pay current expenses. 

I cannot but think there has been some 
confusion of ideas regarding the effects of 
the issue of. bonds and the results of the 
withdrawal of gold. It was the latter pro- 
cess and not the former that by substitut- 
ing in the treasury United States notes 
and treasury notes for gold increased by 
their amount the money which was in the 
first instance subject to ordinary govern- 
ment expenditure. 


Result of Mismanagement. 


Although the law compelling an increased 
purchase of silver by the government was 
passed on the l4th day of July, 1890, with- 
drawal of gold from the treasury upon 
the notes given in payment on such pur- 
chases did not begin until October, 1891. 
Immediately following that date the with- 
drawals upon both these notes and United 
States notes increased very largely and 
have continued to such an extent that since 
the passage of the law there has been more 
than thirteen times as much gold taken 
out ef the treasury upon United States 
notes and treasury notes issued for silver 
purchases as was thus withdrawn during 
the eleven and a half Years immediately 
prior thereto and after the Ist day of Jan- 
uary, 1879, When specie payments were re- 
sumed. 

It is neither unfair nor unjust to charge 
a large share of our present financial per- 
plexities and dangers to the wperation of 
the laws of 1878 and 1890 compelling the 
purchase of silver by the government, 
which not only furnished a new treasury 
obligation upon which its gold could be 
withdrawn, but so increased the fear of an 
overwhelming flood of silver and a forced 
descent to silver payments that even the 
repeal of these laws did not entirely cure 
the evils of their existence.

STRIKES AT FREE COINAGE. 


Ridicules the Idea of the United States 
Doing Anything Alone. 

While I have endeavored to make a plain 
statement of the disordered condition of 
our currency and the present dangers me- 
nacing our prosperity and to suggest a way 
which leads to a safer financial-system I 
have constantly had in mind the fact that 
many of my countrymen, whose eincerity I 
do not doubt, insist that the cure for the 
ills now threatening us may be found in 
the single and simple remedy of the free 
coinage of silver. They contend that our 
mints shall be at once thrown open to the 
free, unlimited and indep@ndent coinage of 


poth gold and silver dollars of full legal. 


tender quality regardless of the action of 
any other government and in full view of 
the fact that the ratio between the metals 
which they suggest calls for 100 cents worth 
of gold in the gold dollar at the present 
standard and only 50 cents in intrinsic 
worth of silver in the silver. dollar. 

Were there infinitely stronger rea- 
sons can be adduced for 
hoping such action would 
gecure for us a bimetallic currency, 
moving on lines of parity, an experiment 
so novel and hazardous as that proposed 
might well stagger those who believe that 
stability is an imperative condition of 
sound money. 

No human government, nor contrivance, 
nor act of legislation has ever been able 
to hold the two metals together in free 
coinage. at a ratio appreciably different 
from that which is established in the 


markets of the world. 


Calls It an Improbable Theory. 

Those who believe that our independent 
free coinage of silver at an artificial ratio 
with gold of 16 to 1 would restore the 
parity between the metals, and consequeént- 
ly between the coins, oppose an unsup- 
ported and improbable theory to the gen- 
eral belief and practice of other nations 
and to the teaching of the wisest states- 
men and economists of the world, both in 
the past and the present, and, what is 
far more conclusive, they run counter to 
our own actual experiences, 

Twice in our early history our lawmak- 
ers, in attempting to establish a bimetal- 
lic currency, undertook free coinage upon 
a ratio which accidentally varied from the 
actual relative values of the two metals 
not more than 3 per cent. In both cases, 
notwithstanding greater difficulties and 
greater cost of transportation than now 
exist, the coins whose - intrinsic worth 
was undervalued in the ratio gradually 
and surely disappeared from our circula- 
tion and went to other countries where 
their real value was betier recoguised., 
Acts of congress were impotent to create 
equality where natural causes decreed even 
a slight inequality. 


in our recent history we, have 
legi 


Twice 


to them, and they, too, drewg 
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elined in value. The prophecy and ex- 
pressed hope and expectation of those in 
the congress who led in the passage of 
the last mentioned act, that it would re- 
establish and maintain the former parity 
between the two metals, are still fresh in 
our memory. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Prognostications. 

In the light of these experiences, which 
aceord with the experiences of other na- 
tions, there is certainly no secure ground 
for the belief that an act of congress could 
now bridge an inequality of per cent 
between gold and silver at our present 
ratio, nor is there the least possibility that 
our country, which has less than one-sev- 
enth of the silver money inthe world, 
could by its action alone raise not only 
our own. but all silver to its lost ratio 
with gold. Our attempt to accomplish 
this by the free coinage of silver at a ra- 
tio differing widely from actual relative 
values would be the signal for the com- 
plete departure of gold from our circula- 
tion, the immediate and large contraction 
of our circulating medium and a shrink- 
age in the real value and monetary effi- 
ciency of all other forms of currency as 
they settled to the level of silver mono- 
metallism. Every one who receives a fixed 
salary and every worker for wages would 
find the dollar in his hand ruthlessly scaled 
Gown to the point of bitter disappoint- 
ment, if not to pinching privation. 


No One Wants Monometallism. 


A change in our standard to silver mono- 
metallism would also bring on a col- 
lapse of the entire system of credit, which 
when based on a standard which is rec- 
ognized and adopted by the world of bus- 
iness, is many times more potent and 
useful than the entire volume of curren- 
cy and is safely capable of almost indefi- 
nite expansion to meet ‘the growth of 
trade and enterprise. In a _ self-invited 
struggle through darkness and uncertainty 
our humiliation would be increased by 
the consciousness that we had parted 
company with all the enlightened and 
progressive nations of the world and were 
desperately and hopelessly striving to 
meet the stress of money, commerce and 
competition with a diseased and unstable 
currency and in association with the few 
weak and lageard nations which have sil- 
Ver alone as their standard of value. 


Pleading for a Gold Basis. 


All history warns us against rash expe- 
riments which threaten violent changes 
in our monetary standard and the degra- 
dation of our currency. The past is full of 
lessons teaching not only the economic 
dangers, but the national immorality that 
follows in the train of such experiments. 
I will not believe that the Amerigan peo- 
ple’ can be persuaded, after deliberation, 
to jeopardize their nation’s prestige and 
proud standing by encouraging nostrums, 
nor that they will yield to the false al- 
lurements of cheap money, when they re- 
alize that it must result in the weakening 
of that financial integrity and rectitude 
which thus far in our history has been so 
devotedly cherished as'one of the traits of 
true Americanism. 

Our country’s indebtedness, whether ow- 
ing by the government or existing between 
individuals, has been contracted with ref- 
erence to our present standard. To de- 
cree by act of congress that these debts 
shall be payable in less Valuable dollars 
than those within the contemplation and 
intention of the parties when contracted 
would operate to transfer, by the fiat of 
law and without compensation, an amount 
of property and a volume of rights and 
untoreste oe incalculable. 

108se Who advocate a blind an - 

long lunge to free coinage in the «Mme ge 7 
bimetailism and protessing the belief, con- 
trary to all experience, that we could thus 
establish a double standard and a concur- 
rent circulation of both metals in our 
coinage, are certainly reckoning from a 
cloudy standpoint. Our present standard 
of value is the standard of the civilized 
world and permits the only bimetallism 
now possible, or, at least, that is within 
the independent reach of any singie na- 
tion, however powerful that nation may be. 


More Conciliatory Talk. 


While the value of Soid as a standard its 
Steadied by almost universal commercial 
use, 1t does not despise silver nor seek its 
banishment. Wherever this Standard is

Wants Only a Gold Standard.

Wants Wholesale Conversion. 


I have ventured to express myself on this 
subject with earnestness and plainness of 
speech because I cannot rid myself of the 
belief that there lurks in the proposition for 
the free coinage of silver, so strongly ap- 
proved and so enthusiastically advocated by 
a multitude of my countrymen, a serious 
menace to our prosperity and an insidious 
temptation of our people to wander from 


the allegiance they owe to public and pri- | 


vate integrity. It is because I do not dis- 
trust the good faith and sincerity of those 
who press this scheme that I have imper- 
fectly, but with zeal, submitted my thoughts 
upon this momentous subject. I cannot re- 
frain from begging them to re-examine 
their views and beliefs in the light of pa- 
triotic reason and familiar experience and 
to weigh again and again the consequences 
of such legislation as their efforts have 
invited, Even the continued agitation of the 
subject adds greatly to the difficulties of a 
dangerous financial situation already forced 
upon us. In conclusion I especially entreat 
the people’s representatives in the congress, 
who are charged with the responsibility of 
inaugurating measures for the safety and 
prosperity of our common country, to 
promptly and effectively consider the ills of 
our critical financial plight. I have sug- 
gested a remeay, which my judgment ap- 
proves. 

I desire, however, to assure the congress 
that I am prepared to co-operate with them 
in perfecting any other measure promising 
thorough and practical relief, and that I 
will gladly labor with them in every patri- 
otic endeavor to further the interests and 
guard the welfare of our countrymen, whom 
in our respective places of duty we have 
undertaken to serve.

The Dry Goods Market. 

New York, December 3.—The. Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin in its 
weekly review of the dry goods market to- 
day says: “The condition of the market 
has not improved during the past week in 
any direction.

Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, December 3.—(Special.})—The 
comparatively heavy receipts today and 
the lack of buying power combined to 
cause a further break. Liverpool was 
slightly higher and opening prices here 
showed some improvement, January sell- 
ing on the call at 827. For a time the 
market was steady though intensely dull, 
but the dullness gradually gave way to 
depression and prices slowly yielding owing 
to the constant pressure of liquidating 
sales until January touched 8.20.

Valuable and Record-Making Decision 
by Circuit Judge Romanzo Bunn, 
the Veteran Federal Jurist.

“Baco-Curo,” recognized by fhe medical 
profession as the only scientific, sure and 
harmless cure for the tobacco, habit, in all 
its forms, has just won a victory in the 
federal courts as noteworthy as it was de- 
served.

On the 3d of last April the Sterling Rem- 
edy Company, of Indiana, proprietors of 
“No-to-bac,”’ vrought suit in the United 
States circuit court, against the Kureka 
Chemical and Manufacturing Con‘pany, of 
LaCrosse, Wis., proprietors of “Baco-Curo.” 
Complainants asked $20,000 for alleged dam- 
ages: for an injunction seeking to restrain 
defendant from using the word “Baco- 
Curo,’ and from the use of certain boxes, 
labels, racks, etc., Which, it was claimed, 
were _so similar to those used by com- 
plainant as to induce the public to believe 
they were buying compiainants medicine. 
The cause was heard before United States 
Circuit Judge Romanzo Bunn, of Wiscon- 
sin, October lsth last. and inat veteran 
jurist, on November 25th, hanged down an 
exhaustive, clear and able opinion at the 
conclusion of which appears tne following 
order: 

Judge Bunn’s Order. 

“There will be a decree dismissing com- 
plainant’s bill with costs.” 

KF. M. Stewart, clerk of the court, on 
November 26th, notified Messrs. Losey & 
Woodward, attorneys for defendant, that 
the final decree, in accordance with order 
of court, had been duly entered. . 

The public does not care to read why 
the suit was brought nor what outside 
methods were taken to injure the reputa- 
tion and restrict the sale of “Baco-Curo,”’ 
Surtice it that the court held that the 
Eureka Chemical and Manufacturing Com- 
pany had, and as, an undoubted right to 
use the name “‘bace-Curo,;’’ that there was 
not sufficient simuiarity in boxes, labeis, 
racks, etc., to aeceive any person of mcou- 
erate inteiiigence ;that there bad been no 
efiort on the part of defendant to aeceive 
any one and tnat ail the auwthoritics were 
clearly against complainants on every one 
of the pvints raised. The decision was 
purely On the meriis and stands today as 
a sweeping, unalterable and wide-spreading 
victory. ;

THE NEWS OF THE COURTS 


Minor Happenings in the Four Courts 
Yesterday—Bond Cases Will Be 
Heard Next Week. 


Sheriff Barnes was yesterday served with 
an injunction restraining him from dispos- 
ing of a piece of property whch had been 
levied upon for the amount due the state 


on the convict lease of the Penitentiary 
camp No. L 


The property was a portion of the estate 
of Joseph E. Brown, and the injunction 


was filed by Bishop, Andrews & Hill, at- 
torneys of the executrix and executors of 
the last will and testament of the late 
Joseph E. Brown. 

An execution was issued several months 
ago by Commissioner W. A. Wright, and 
was placed in the hands of the sheriff for 
execution. A fi. fa. was issued against a 
piece of property which was to have been 
sold yesterday. During the day the petition 
of injunction was signed and served on 
Sheriff Barnes in time to prevent the sale 
of the property. The injunction will be 
heard Saturday. 

The petition sets forth that the assets of 
Penitentiary Camp No. 1 were controlled 
by the Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and 
Engineering Company, which was at pres- 
ent in the hands of a receiver, and that 
if the property was placed on the block, 
it would be greatly sacrificed. 

Suing To Recover Land. 

The case of Mrs. Julia McKinley was 
heard by Judge Lumpkin yesterday, and 
a verdict was brought in in favor of the 
plaintiff. The case involved the division 
of a lot of land known as the Taylor. Hill 
place, and Mrs. McKinley, who is the 
daughter of the original owner of the 
place, claimed a remainder’s interest in 
the place, and though the property has 
since been subdivided and sold into lots, 
she claims she has an interest in the 
property vet. 


Wanted $5,000 Damages. 

The case of John C. Morrison vs. the 
Western and Atlantic railroad was heard 
by Judge Van Epps yesterday and consum- 
ed most of the morning. Morrison was 
Knocked from a car upon which he was 
riding near Iceville and badly injured. 
Through his attorneys he brought suit 
against the road for $5,000. 

During the progress of the trial Attor- 
ney Ladson, for the plaintiff, made the 
statement that the car from which the 
plaintiff was thrown was being backed, 
which is not lawful for the train crews to 
do. He said in his statement that the 
road's attorneys, Messrs. Payne & Tye, 
would agree to admit this statement as to 
the car having been kicked. 

Mr. Payne denied that he would admit 
anything of the kind. Judge Van Epps 
asked the jury to retire, and announced 
a mistrial on account of the language of 
the attorney. 


A Suit for Turkeys. 


days ago filed suit against Mr. J. W. 
Brooks, of this city, for an invoice of tur- 
keys and chickens, which the firm shipped 
him from Tennessee. Mr. Brooks was 
represented by Mr. W. P. Luther. Mr. 
Luther stated that his client had not re- 
ceived what he had ordered, and the tur- 
keys that were shipped were not in good 
condition and many of them died soon af- 
ter being received.

The court of Judge Van Epps adjourned 
yesterday afternoon until Friday at 3 
o’clock p. m.

Mrs. Rowe objected to the men oceupy- 
ing the room, but they went on neverthe- 
less and occupied it for one night, saying 
they had rented it. The next n'ght Mrs. 
Rowe locked the door to the room and hid 
the key. Late in the night the young 
men came in and demanded admittance to 
the room. Upon being refused admittance 
they went off and brought Policeman 
Brown. 

Mrs. Rowe testified on the trial that she 
remonstrated with Brown, but that he 
talked very roughly to her and demanded 
that she open the door or he would make 
a case against her, She testified that 
Policeman Brown at one time grabbed her 
roughly by the arm and demanded that 
she turn the key over to him. 

The policeman denied that he acted so 
roughly. He was bound over under the 
code.
